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CALIFORNIA FRUIT TRADE. 


HILE California has no feeling of rejoicing 

5 over the misfortune of a sister State, there is 

satisfaction for the whole country, even for the 
State eo grievously afflicted. in the thought that the 
disastrous frost which practically ruined this year's 
orange crop in Florida has proved a great opportunity 
for our own Golden Southwest. 

We desired no such stroke of bad luck for our com- 
petitor im the friendly struggle for supremacy in the 
orange markets of the East; we were well content to 
push our wares on their merits, and on their merits 
alone, surmounting all the difficulties of the long trans- 
continental transportation. But since the visitations 


loss should have proved Southern California's great 


ble injury, the consumers of the fruit have not been 
driven to the over-sea markets for their supplies, and 
once again the United States affords to all the world 
the visible proof that so vast is her area, so boundless 
are her resources, so thoroughly established her lead- 
ing industries, that failure in any one section of her 
domain is fully compensated for in another section. 
Individual orange growers have suffered, but the na- 
tional industry of orange growing stands unimpaired. 
In the Bastern States this year the California product 
has virtually enjoyed a monopoly of the market. Fortu- 
nately the weather of late has been of that mild character 
which both stimulates the demand and facilitates retail- 


dant and of finest quality. Thus there has been an un- 
precedented conjunction of favorable conditions, and 


well shown by the following sentences of a letter? pub- 
lished in last Wednesday’s issue of The Times, from 
an eastern correspondent: 

“During the last few days New York bas been a veri- 
table garden of rich golden California oranges. The 


color is at its best, and the push carts and corner stands | 


piled high with them present a very striking appear- 
ance, ani are inviting enough to cause the most un- 
emotional to pause and examine them. Most men, and 
women, tee, for that matter, who stop before a pile of 
the handvome fruit will buy, and if they buy once they 
will buy again. Thus is the market daily increased and 
consumption grows hour by hour.” 

A magnificent advertisement of this kind is not of 


enduring. ‘Granted that the commodity itself has the 
qualities that alone can ensure permanent public favor, 
ground so gained is never lost. Customers once secured 
are held: and, more than this, every new customer be- 
comes, directly or indirectly, an active agent of further 


| to make it weigh more, or to give it greater bulk, or 


California wit! easily retain ite place of now undisputed | 
supremacy. So not only will there be good profits for 
the growers this season, but « feeling of safely-but- 
tressed security will be imparted to the industry. which 
cannot fail greatly to add to ite value as a permanent 
investment. The whole of Southern California will 
share the beneficial influence, for the dire vicissitudes 
experienced by Florida have now afforded the conclu- 
sive proof that here is the only really reliable citrus 
region in the country. 

While the home market for oranges is at the present 
moment the great and valuable one, and at this stage 
even yet, with 30,000 carloads rolling eastward in the 
course of a single year, has only been developed to @ 
mere fraction of ite possibilities, there remain great 
foreign markets hereafter to be conquered. We have 
only to consider the magnitude of the export trade in 
American apples to realize that the day assuredly will 
come when there will be a comparable export of Amer- 
ican oranges. Difficulties will be encountered, but all 
of these will in due time be overcome. Meanwhile, other 
California fruits are winning their way in the markets 
of the world. Consular reports from England, France. 
and preity well all over Europe, also from Egypt and 
Australia, tell how our bottled, canned and boxed fruits 
are everywhere in evidence and in steadily-growing de- 
mand. Only from Germany comes the one discordant 


heading, “Hints from our Consuls,” a statement from 
Germany that out of forty-seven recent shipments of 
dried fruits of American origin no fewer than thirty- 


tered into before March of next year, American fruits 
of all classes will come under a differential tariff that 


many constitute a very considerable trade—last year 


their value amounted to $3,600,000. But it is even more 
important to remember that this trade is stin in its 


years ago to its present dimensions. In another decade, 
therefore, with fair treatment we might reasonably ex- 
pect the millions of today to grow into tens of millions. 
But we see even now vexatious treatment at the customs 
ports, while ahead looms the danger of complete en- 
tinction by means of e differential tariff. Of course this 
weapon will be wielded by the German government 
simply with a view to compel concessions in our own 
tariff for German manufactured goods. But, unless an 
amicable arrangement be arrived at, there will in the 
fuiure be no more California fruits seen in Germany, 
either “superfluously sulphurized” or otherwise. 


LET US HAVE PURE FOOD. 

ROBABLY there is no subject which appeals more 
directly and immediately to each individual of the 
community than the much-discussed one of pure 
‘food. At first blush it would seem to be merely a mat- 
ter of selection on the part of the consumer, and so it 
would be if. we lived in primitive times when berries 
and nuts were the principal staff of life, or when the 
bird or squirrel was broiled and devoured as soon as 
captured. 

But every advance from savagery to civilization has 
introduced new articles of food, new modes of mixture 
and preparation, and new devices for preservation and 
later use. At length various articles of food came to 
be produced in large quantities for shipment to distant 
points, and manufacturers, under the stress of compe- 
tition, began to introduce and mix with certain kinds 
of food substances lees costly than the genuine article, 


to improve its color, so that they could undersell their 
neighbors or rivals in the trade. 
One would suppose that the moment anyone was de-

You may imagine, however, that this reception did not 
soothe my troubled mind. I went to sleep that night un- 
der a mosquito net, and dreamed of little devils with ze- 
bra stripes of black and white about their bodies and 
legs, and Secretary Lee, who was in the next room, said 
I talked in my sleep, saying: “Go away, stegomyia! Go 
away!” I woke at 3 am. and took a lamp inside my 
mosquito netting to see that no stegomyias were lying 
in ambush. At the same time I called myself a fool for 
coming away from Washington, where there are no dis- 
eases more dangerous than grippe, typhoid fever, pneu- 
monia and housemaid’s knee. Indeed, I longed for the 
thrill of again chasing myself from under the wheels of 
the Senatorial automobiles and the Capital] Traction cars, 
and had what is vulgarly known here as attack of “cold 
feet.” The feeling, however, left me as the day broke. 
and since then I have gone on, like the fatalist, using

The Mosquitoes of Panama. 

The chief diseases of Panama are, so the doctors say, 
all caused by mosquitoes. These diseases are yellow 
fever, malaria and elephantiasis. Each disease has its 


own peeuliar kind of mosquito, and the female in every 
case does the work. 


I had a talk with Col. W. C. Gorgas, the chief sanitary 
officer here, about mosquitoes. He is the man who 
cleared Havana of yellow fever and who has been 
brought bere to do the same for the isthmus. He tells 
me that there are about 200 different kinds of mosquitoes 
in the world, each having its own characteristics. None 
of the three I have mentioned is half as large or ferocions 
as the Jersey mosquito, and they are altogether not oue- 
tenth as numerous. Each has its own customs and hab- 
its. The stegomyia usually bites in the daytime. it 
avoids bright light, and if a person’s hand is on the table 
it will try to crawl under the hand and bite there. It 
often breeds in rain barrels and does not like dirty water. 

The malartal mosquito is known as the anophele. It 14 


dark in color, with four golden spots near the outer mar- 
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country barber, and thaf is my condition as I write this gin of the wing. It bites during the day, but its chief 


feeding time is at night. It is an out-of-door mosquita 
and is found especially in and about the swamps. 


The elephantiasis mosquito is known as the culex fatt- 
gans. It bites night and day and is common in both 
town and country. This mosquito has a yellowish body 
with six silver bands on the abdomen. Eleohantiasis is 
caused by a blood worm, and when the mosquito bites a | 
person 20 diseased she sucks into her stomach blood con- 
taining such worms. The worms develop in her, and 
finally reach her salivary glands, so that when she bites 
another person the worms go into circulation and he has 
elephantiasis. 


The doctors know all about the habits of each of these 
mosquitoes, and they are doing everything to destroy 
them and their breeding piaces. For this reason they are 


draining the town, cutting down the vegetation along the 


lines of the railread and the canal, covering up the water 
barrels and putting oil on ponds. The swamps are being 


drained and every bit of stagnant water in and about the 
cities is taken away. 
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Every man is furnished with a mosquito net, and every ) 
American is supposed to sleep under @ mosquito net at 


night. The yellow-fever patients of the hospitals are 


kept inside wire cages in rooms, the windows and doors 
of which are covered with wire netting, and every house 
which has the yellow fever is disinfected. Indeed, the 
ole city of Panama is being gradually thus treated. I 
daily pass through street after street the houses of which 
show the marks of disinfection by the torn paper which 
has been pasted upon their doors and window cracks be- 
fore fumigating. The other day a yellow-fever case de- 
veloped in the Grand Central Hotel at Panama. This is 
the biggest hotel on the isthmus. Every room of that 
hotel had to be fumigated in consequence. This dis- 
gusted many of the lady guests, as it necessitated their 
moving out for the day and endangered the beauty of 
their clothes. 
Indeed, I am surprised that the American women here 
show. so little fear of Yellow Jack. We have receptions 


and dinners, just as you do in the United States, and at 


the dinners the ladies appear in low-neck dresses with 
their arms and shoulders bare, thus giving the mosqui- 
toes a better chance to feast. So far I have not noticed 
the odor of citronella about one of these décolleté 
dresses. 


Malaria is Common. 


There is this difference between malaria and yellow 


fever. The man who has yellow fever and gets well 
need not fear having it in the future. The malarial pa- 
tient may be attacked again and again, but the disease 
fs seldom fatal. Malaria succumbs quickly to-quinine, 
and it will be greatly reduced by wiping out the mos- 
quitoes. 

The doctors tell me that there are malarial germs in 
the blood of 70 per cent. of the Panama people. One of 
our doctors on the canal zone has a passion for investi- 
gating such matters. He grabs every man he meets, 
American or native, and takes a drop of blood out of his 
ear. He analyzes the blood, and in seven cases out of 
every ten he finds malarial bacteria. In some of the na- 
tives the blood is so infected that they are just able to 
crawl about. A good course of quinine, however, usually 
cleans up their systems and makes them well again. An- 
other doctor examined forty-four children of a school at 
Behio, and found twenty-nine to have malaria organ- 


_isms in their blood. He gave each of these children six 


grains of quinine nigm and morning for ten days, and 
then tapped their ears for a second examination. At 
this time only five were found to have malaria. In other 
wordg, by that course of quinine he cured twenty-four 
out of twenty-nine cases of malaria in ten days. This 
work of the doctors is going on among all the employés 
of the canal and other natives of the zone. The health 
organization is excellent, and if Congress is more lib- 


eral in its its appropriations the wiping out of the va- 


rious diseases will be even more rapid than it is. 


Our Hospitals at Panama. 


The hospitals here will soon be among the finest of 
their kind. The French spent enormous sums in putting 
up buildings for the care of the sick, both at Colon ana 
at Ancon on the edge of this city. Their buildings were 
in bad repair at the time we took hold, but the sugervis- 
ing architect has taken charge of, them and they are now 
in excellent condition. The French hospital at Colon is 
built on concerete foundations, upon a coral reef out over 
the sea. The patients can walk down the steps richt into 


the sea, end the salt water breezes blow freely all the 


year through. Thés hospital has about 300 beds, and 


there are more in the Panama Railroad Hospital nearby. 


At Ancon there are already 500 beds and the arrange- 


ments are such that it will be possible to increase these 


to 700 on short notice. An ice plant and cold-storage 
rooms are to be put up there, and also a central steam 
kitchen which will feed 1000 persons. 


The Beauties of Ancon. 


Indeed, I doubt whether there is a more beautiful spot 
in the world than Ancon Hill, on the slopes of which the 
Panama Hospital is situated. The hill rises almost 
straight up from the sea on the edge of Panama Citv 
commanting a wide view of the Pacific Ocean and the 
Culebra Mountains. Its top is wooded and its lower 
slopes were laid out by the French in a great landscape 
garden. Beautiful driveways shaded by royal and cocoa- 
nut palms wind their way from level to level, and along 
them, surrounded by grassy lawns and tropical flowers 
and plants, stand the forty-odd cottages which make up 
the hospital. The houses are all of one story, roofed 
with red tiles. They have high ceilings, wide doors and 
many windows. They are surrounded by verandas, and 
are so situated that the winds from the ocean and moun- 
tains blow through them day and night, year in and 
year out. The air is never hot at Ancon. and the win- 
dows and doors are so covered with netting that they 


can be Always left open. 


I spent some time going through the hospital. Many 
of the wards have patients convalescing. Here the boys 
sit on the beds and chat with one another, or move about 
from place to place. In other wards they are kept 
apart, and in the yellow fever ward each patient lies in 
a bed inside a wire cage about ten feet high, eight feet 


wide and twelve feet long. This is to keep the patients 


away from the mosquitoes, and the mosquitoes away 
from the patients. The precautions are such, I am told, 
that not a mosquito has been found in the yellow-fever 
ward since the first yellow-fever patient was brought 
there months ago. This hospital and all the horpitals 
are in charge of efficient dociors and of American trained 
Burecs. 3

In 1857 the famous Castle Garden was opened as our 
Srat immigrant landing station. Previous to that time 
these aliens were unloaded at the ordinary docks.

TREASURES OF THE SAN J ACINTO 
MOUNTAINS.

TIEN there is a fresh wind from the west after a 
rainstorm in winter, the peaks of the San Jacinto 
range can be daily seen from Catalina Island, 


catching the sunshine and gleaming like a vision of light 
— crags of snow against the deep turquoise of the 


Nearly 11,000 feet high, Sen Jacinto carries snow on its 
northern stecos throughout the year, and is covered from 
December to April. The bare granite blocks have for 
companions great numbers of Alpine pines. with crouch- 
ing, gnaried old trunks and slender, tortuous, white- 
limbed branches, ever “battling with eternal snows and 
sand blast. Survivors of an early generation, they are 
protected from the ruthless enemy—fire—by their isola- 
tion and their half-yearly tomb of ice.”

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FRENCH ARE PROVIDENT. 


Nori ALLOWED ro Go TO WASTE 
o BE LOST IN THE REPUBLIC. 


By a Special Contributor. 
HE French are about the most provident and frugal 
among all the civilized nations. Nothing is wasted 
in Frauce. Those who know life only as it is found 


in America can hardly conceive the recourse some per- 
sons have here to gain their livelihood. Both in Paris 
and in Brussels may be seea every morning in the year 
a little army composed almost entirely of old women and 
young girls whe traverse the streets and rummage in the 
garbage cans, boxes and baskeis, for anything that can 
be put to any use. Leaves of cabbage, celery and lettuce, 
cast away by the well-to-do, are eagerly seized upon by 
these unfortunates and taken home to be converted into 
a pottage or vegctable soup. Bits of half-burnt coal, no 
larger than a walnut, are also gathered up to help make 
a fire to cook this potiage. Even bits of paper, plain or 
printed, it only dry and clean, are gathered. These are 


put to ali sorts of uses. For example, the old man and 


w . Who. Sell roasted chestnuts or other. gatables 


into squares and gum them into bags in which they hand 
out their wares to the children and the poor who buy 
from them.. These street venders spend their evenings 
in their cellars or garrets converting these scraps of pa- 
per into little bags. The driver of the garbage wagons 
run a close competition with these old women and chil- 
dren in culling out cabbage leaves and carrot tops, which 
they tie in little bundles on the shafts of their wagons. 
Out in the country when a tree is cut down or a branch 
is broken off, scarcely a leaf goes to waste. You may 
actually sce boys and women in the woods here as well 
as at Brussels filling sacks with dry autumn leaves which 
are blown from the trees. As to the twigs, every bit of 
them is scrupulously saved. Men go about the streets in 
Paris with little faggots of twigs not larger round than a 


gots being about a foot to two feet in circumference. 
These they sell for a few sous each to people who use 
them to start fires or to make a bit of fire to boil coffee 
in the morning or to take a chill off a room. : 


So it ie with the land. There is scarcely a square foot 
of soil let go to waste. There are no big, dirty back 
yards in Paris or Brussels. The house which is fortu- 
nate enough to have any yard at all ie sure to have one 
as neat as a flower bed. If it is in front, it is carefully 
planted with flowers. I doubt if any other city has flow- 
ers like those so common in Paris. It is too cold now, 
in November, to have tender flowers out of doors, but 
hundreds of flower stores are full of beautiful roses, li- 
lacs, orchids, lilies and dilatras, as well as azaleas. And 
such deft fingers as the Parisian flower girl has. She 
makes them into bouquets which almost rival nature’s 


of it is put to some use. Brick walls separate these little 
gardens one from the other, and on these walis are 
trained peach and pear trees, and grapevines. Along by 
the walls are planted little beds of tomatoes, a few sweet 
herbs or a patch of lettuce. The center is studded with 
trees of one sort or another. Underneath is a little grass. 


In the country, near Paris, the fields are very small. 
and there is not a foot of waste ground ina mile. The 
little fields are separated by light fences, made of thin 
bits of wood like lathes, with a wire run along them, or 
by closely-trimmed hedges. Up to the very post of the 
fence or roots of the hedge the land is carefully cultiva- 
ted. These little patches are richly fertilized to make 
them produce crops one after the other all the year 
found. Thousands of big glass bells are used in these 
gardens, being turned over the plants to force their 
growth and hasten them to maturity and the market. A 
good farmer here in France will gather up every old 
shoe, every bone he can find, carry them home and bury 
them at the root of a tree or vine. If his patch of ground 
is a little heavy and cold he will gather up bits of brick 
and small stones, which he places among the vines to col- 
lect the heat of the sun by day and to keep the plants 
warm by night. 

More Minute Organization. 


As nearly everything is saved in France, so almast ev- 
ery class of laborer belongs to some organization. The 
farmers have organizations of many kinds. Their farms 
are often very small. They gather their crops very 
carefully so that each head of cabbage or lettuce, or sack 
of potatoes or carrots will reach the market in the best 
condition. Each farmer has something to send to mar- 
ket every day or so. To send a small basket or one sack 
makes the freight rate high. So the farmers in a given 
locality organize. One takes charge of the shipping. A 
carload is made up and the freight to each shipper 
thereby comes to the lowest cost. An agent in Paris 
takes care of the shipment. 


So it ig with the working people in and out of Paris. 
They are all associated together. Even lemonade girls 
have their unions. They have halls where to meet, or 
they hold meetings in public buildings. There is 
scarcely a day that the newspapers fail to give 
notice of from half a dozen toa score assemblies 
of working people who get together to discuss 
their affairs and take measures for their own 
benefit. These associations have central bodies, in which 
all are represented. To my mind labor is more com- 


under the eun. This being an ciective government and 
nearly cveryore having a vote, of course these organiza- 
tions have great influence with those who make, and 
even over those who execute the laws. As h our- 
selves, these lawmakers and those administra of the 
law, do not always trouble themselves to learn what is 
to the true interest of the working people. They are 
prone to content themselves with cocking a quick ear to 
the windward and catching just what the working people 
are clamoring for. Then they form their own course ac- 
cordingly. ‘ 
Something is Accor plished. 


It would be absurd to say that nothing is accomplished 
by these associations. Such combinations must be pow- 
erful. Some of their results are good, some are bad. 
One of the good results of labor agitation has been to 
keep young children out of faciories and compe! them to 
be sent to school. Yet it is a question well worth con- 
sidering whether philanthropists have not done more in 
this direction than all the labor unions put together. 
Another good resuit has been to open up new avenues to 
women to earn a living. Until recently domestic service, 
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toil in factories or iu the flelds were the only avenues 
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open to women. Now they are saleswomen, clerks, type- 
writers, telephone girls, and in similar lines of employ- 
ment here as in other parts of the world. Here again 
rises the question. Has it not been the change of cir- 
cumstances growing out of our broader civilization, In 
other words the natural working of the law of supply 
and demand, that has wrought this revolution? 8 


But if goed results are reached there are other results 
of these organizations which are evil in the extreme, the 
result of false ideas of economic laws. It certainly is 
well enough for the law to step in and protect young 
children. But when it comes to making laws as to how 
long a grown-up man shall work, the wiedom seems at 
least questionable. Surely where it can be done, the true 
economic principle is to pay for labor by. the piece, and 
let each man do all he can do well. Where this is not 
possible. the hour should be the unit of value for labor, 
and a grown-up man ought to be able to decide for him- 
self how many hours he shall work. 


For example, the legal day’s work in France is ten 
hours. I believe this applies nearly everywhere. But 
the coa! miners think their task, being extra hard, should 
be of a shorter day. Several years ago the House of 
Deputies, corresponding to our House of Representatives, 
passed a law making eight hours a day for miners. The 
Senate rejected this. A few days ago, yielding to the 
pressure brought to bear by the voters, the Senate passed 
a very similar law, and this law is sure to pass the other 
House. Mark how conservative the Senate has been. 
The law is not to go into effect for four and a half 
years. Why? Because it is recognized that to put it ts 
force at once would have the effect of closing a great 
many mines which are not so rich as some others. It is 
thought that in four years the owners of these low-class 
mines will be able in some way to accommodate them- 
selves to the new conditions arising out of the shorter 
day of work. If general conditions remain as they are 
now, it will be just as hard then as now. ö

The worst effect of these organizations is the numer- 
ous strikes and the awful events growing out of them 
which curse France. The strike of the longshoremen at 
Marseilles which began last May and was settled the 
other day. paralyzed many industries all over France. 
The resulting misery was very great and widespread. 
There are now two trials going on, one near Paris, the 
other in a remote city, which indicate to what extent, to 
what terrible lengths a people so excitable as the French 
may go in such events. In one instance it was a fac- 
tory of some textile industry owned by a widow and her 
sons. Some 600 hands were employed and a few of them, 
thinking they ought to have more wages, provoked a 
general strike. The owners refused, and closed the es- 
tablishment. One night the whole community broke out 
in riot and burned down the factory, the woman and her 
family barely escaping with their lives. That was nearly 
a year ago. Those charged with inciting the riot have 
just been brought to trial. The jury was composed 
mostly of factory hands, or people from the town, in eym- 
pathy with them.

COUPLE of weeks ago I was away out on the 


iS Colorado Desert; and though I have been many 
times across those grim end dangerous wastes, | 


“was never more surprised at ite strange contrasts than 


this time, when I found a waterfall sixty feet high 
splashing and dashing within an hour's walk from the 
level, burning sands of the desert itself. Think of it! 
Daytime in the middle of the night could not be a 
stranger thing than a waterfall in the Colorado Desert. 
But I saw it with my own eyes. And it is a perpetual 


‘waterfall, mind you, not merely a wet-weather freak. 


It was this way: I was out at Palm Springs in River- 
side county. There is a little oasis at this place, in- 
habited by a handful of people. The teacher of the tiny 
school is a sprightly little woman from Los Angeles. 
When she dismissed her flock at 4 o'clock she dared my 
companian and me to walk up Tahquitz Cafion before 
supper. We were ashamed to refuse, so away we all 
went. 

The oasis is close to the Titanic wall of the San Ja- 
cinto Mountain, which at this point comes down 10,000 
feet to meet. the desert at the sharpest angles, making 


the steepest slopes of the world, so determined by the 
geologists. As we walked toward 


the scorched and 
glaring base of the wall, a sharp, jaggei cleft appeared, 
narrow, zigrag and entirely invisible till you get close to 
it. It is filled with huge boulders over which we were 
soon clambering, up and up. This sharp-cleft cafion, 
narrow us it is, goes deep into the heart of the hoary old 
mountain, away back for many miles, where cool springs 


_ trickle out from pine-clad summits, where wintry shows 


are caught. This explains the waterfall that met us 
face to face after less than an hour’s tramp from the 
thirsty desert. The delicious stream, clear as crystal, 
wavered and sparkled in the air and came down upon 
the polished crown of a great boulder with thunderous 
dashings. The spray swept over all the rocks around 
and encouraged all manner of delicate ferns and mosses 
to grow. A great pool at the foot of the fall was sur- 
rounded by luxuriant vegetation. Did our eyes deceive 
us? Was it really true? A climb to a higher point, a 
Ack ward glance, convinced us. For there still lay Deso-

My companion took a ohotograph of the fall and we 


turned to the hotel with plenty of daylight to spare.

3 The annals of collectors are silver-lined with incidents

Tur CHINESE AND MALAY PIRATES 
AND THerr TRADE.

IRACY is a profession which has fallen out of favor 
P in recent years. The few ultra-conservatives who 
still follow that branch of seafafing make but a 
poor and precarious living; but they can at least take to 
themselves such consolation as may be found in a con- 
sideration of the antiquity and former high repute of a 
calling which has included within its ranks almost every 
nation from Phoenicia to the United States and has 
drawn recruits from every class of society, from paupers 
to princes, 
When Homer sang of Achilles piracy was counted a 
gentlemanly pursuit; the great Pompey numbered among 
his achievements the destruction of the pirate power in 
the Mediterranean half a century before the birth of 
Christ; and when we speak of corsairs, vikings and buc- 
caneers we are simply calling the piratical rose by an- 
other name. 
Piracy in Borneo a Proper Occupation. 


In Borneo, as elsewhere among the Malay-speaking 
races, piracy has always been regarded as a very proper 
ocenpation for a gentleman, and if piracy in the Maiay 
gens is almost unknown today it is not because the 
pirates have undergohe a moral regeneration which 
causes them to regard their former activities with shame | 


There is a certain type of mind which can see virine 
only in vice, to which an appeal for sympathy can only 
be made by those who have committed some act against 
the law or in outrage of some moral principle, and find 
themselves called upon to suffer for their crimes. To 
such minds the murderer, the highway robber, the pfrate,

pects of profits. 

Piracy, however, has had a good deal to do with the 
moulding of the political destinies of Borneo. The whole 
of North and West Borneo was at one time controlled by 
the Sultan of Brunei, and under the rule of that Malay 
potentate piracy was one of the greatest, if not the very 
greatest, state indusiry. 


So frequent had piraciet become in the seas of the Ma- 
lay Archipelago by the year 1840 that energetic measures 


were seen to be necessary unless the maritime powers 


were prepared to witness the extinction of the trade with 
the islands an to give a tacit consent to the murder and 
robbery which was fast bringing desolatioa to the coasts 
of Borneo. 


The British, French and Dutch fleets commenced about 
1840 a series of attacks upon Malay and Dyak pirates; 
but the operations which most attracted public attention, 
and which eventually led to the total suppression of 
‘piracy in Borneo, were those of Sir James Brooke, Raja 
of Sarawak. One of the most bitter experiences of Raja 
| Brooze’s life was the calumny and misrepresentation to 
| which his acts in this matter were subjected by a num- 
ber of persons in England, among whom Mr. Gladstene 
Fens the most prominent. 


Mars of the engagement which occurred, when a fleet 
of 120 prahus, containing 3500 fighting men, were inter- 
cepted on their return from a piratical cruise; and I only 
refer to this action as it appears that there are persons 
in England, ignorant of the facts and circumstances, 
ignorant of the state of society, ignorant of the frightful 
annual loss of life and property, who assert that the 
Serebas are not pirates, and that their punishment is an 
act of inhumanity. 

“The sole object of these proceedings is to restrain, if 
possible to reclaim these pirates; but any false compas- 
sion shown them must be at the expense of peaceful com- 
munities, and must be attended by a greater loss of life 
than their just punishment will entail. 


“However laudable an undiscriminating compassion 
may be, abstractly, it is in practice certain to lead to 
deplorable results and for the future it is to be 
hoped that a zeal for humanity may not tend toward in- 
justice or Jead to cruelty.” 


The British government finally approved the actions of 
Sir James Brooke and coéperaied with him in the sup- 
pression of the Borneo pirates.

ANOTHER EXPLOSIVE. | 

While numerous explosions of acetylene gas produced 
froc calcium carbide have taken place, where the gas has 
teen used for purposes of illumination without suitable 
precautions and in other ways, it is only recently that it 
has been suggested that calcium carbide would make a 
suitable explosive. The carbide for this purpose is packed 
in a metaliie cartridge, in which, separated from it by a 
diaphragm, is the water to decompose the charge and a 
sufficient air space. There is also a detonator by which 
the cartridge is fired. The method of explosion ig to 
pierce the diaphragm by means of a projecting rod after 
the cartridge has been placed in a tamped hole in the 
rock, and then allow the water to act on the calcium car- 
bide for about five minutes, The calcium carbide is de- 
composed, and there results an explosive mixture of 
acetylene gas and air, which is then exploded by the 
detonator The advantage claimed for the new explosive 
is that the rock is shattered so that it can be hewn with 
a pick.—[{Harper’s Weekly. 


HISTORICAL CARRIAGES. 

Arrangements are being made in Paris for the 
opening of a museum of historical carriages. Many 
interesting vehicles have been promised for the 
collection. Among them are the carriage in which 
Madame de Pompadour was first seen by Louis 
XV, the coronation coach of Charles X, the coach 
in which Napoleon galloped across Germany after 
the disastrous campaign of 1812, and a sedan chair 
with panels painted by Watteau.

Horseback riding was not, however, the only amuse- 
ment furnished by the denizens of that day. Even 
though accompanied by those charming companions, 
some of ihe crusty old bachelors were better satisfied 

with the bull ring or cockfighting, or even horse racing 
and indulged freely in those so-called sports. 

Bullfighting was as popular in the early days of Los 
Angeles as it is at the present time in our. sister republic, 
Mexico. No visitor from the far East was fully satisfied 
with his stay here or the entertainment received by him 
until he had witnessed a full-fledged bullfight. But 
while it satisfied their curiosity and gave them the op- 
portunity of describing the scene to their friends “back 
home,” still very few Americans cared to witness the 
show for the second time. “Too brutal” was their ex- 
planation. ; 

The “fiesta” was a form of amusement very popular 
with the native Californians, and the season of such fes- 
tivity, generally the early spring of each year, was an- 
icipated with much pleasure for many weeks and was 
the talk of the pueblo for months after the festivitios had 

At such times all of such amusemets as bullfighting, 
horse racing, cockfighting, dancing and feats of skill and 
daring were indulged by the young Americans as well as 
the native Californians. But the feature of each day 
during the festivity was the “barbecue.” Imagine, if you 
can a hungry lot of youngsters, and some that were not 
so young, with appetites sharpened by the exercise of 
out-of-door sports, dancing, horseback riding, and merry- 
making zenerally; and best of all, with robust health and 
a good conscience, waiting with eager expectation the 
dishing up of “barbecued” meats, and other appetizing 
viands, and you may possibly come to appreciate the full 
enjoyment of there early settlers, and realize the fact 
that they had about all there was to enjoy jn life, and 
need no pity from us. 

The Indians had a gambling game called the “peon,”’ 
which, when understood by the whites, was very amus- 
ing, and served to interest the onlooker for many days 
each year. Sometimes this game would last for a week 
or ten days at atime. It was generally played by four 
Indians on a sidle, seated on the ground with a blanket 
spread out over their knees and covering their hands and 
arms, one side had a rude kind of bracelet which was 
passed along from left to right, and from right to left 
under the blanket, and it was the stunt of the other side, 
by turns, to guess who possessed the bracelet. If the 
guesser pointed out the right one, then he, the guessee. 
held up his hand and showed the bracelet, and a point 
was scored for the guessing side, whereupon the bracelet 
was passed to the opposite side and they proceeded to 
hide it in the same manner. All ghe time this was going 
on the side that was doing the sleight-of-hand act held 
the edge of the blanket in their teeth and, swaying their 
bodies from right to left, left to right and up and down. 
kept up a most unearthly grunting and groaning which 
was seconded by a row of squaws squatted on the ground, 
behind the gamblers to whom they belonged. who sang 
or chanted a monotonous but weird song in a minor key. 
while the guessing was going on. All night this contin- 
ued by the light of one or two small camp fires, which 
lighted up the faces of the excited Indians, producing a 
weird and picturesque effect, almost equal to the repre- 
sentation of Dantes “Inferno.” To one looking on for 
the first time, it was certainly very fascinating as well 
as amusing. | 

With the Indians it was strictly business, and neither 
side was willing to quit until one or the other had the 
wealth of the whole bunch, including their clothes; in- 
deed, it often happened that four sialwart Indians were 
seen wending their way home in the early morning hours 
dressed in raiment so scanty that the fig-leaf suit of 
Adam and Eve would be considered full-dress, in com- 
parison. 

The “Homely Lady's Journal having neglected to pub- 
lish a full iilustration of the undress uniform of these 
Indians, the truthful historian is compelled to fall back 
upon the statement in a tri-weekly paper, published in 
Los Angeles at the time, known as ihe “Southern Califor- 
nian” (sworn circulation 1000,) which described these In- 
dians as dressed in war paint and the morning fog." In 
fact they were almost as badly Kun! as the victims at 
Ascot Park, their successors. 3 

Land around the pueblo was cheap in 1857, ranches be- 
ing worth about $1 per acre, and Stephen G Foster, 
Mayor at that time, offered to sell to John Temple the 
property where the Boston store now stands at $1 per 
front foot. t 

When Don Pio Pico built the Pico House, it was the 
grandest hotel south of San Francisco, if not in the 
State, aud the celebration attending thereon lasted with 
unabated enthusiasm for several days. Sefior Pico at 
that time owned many thousands of acres in and around 
this city, I am told, but was unable to hold it against the 
greed of the Americans, and died but a few years since, 
with no estate. 

In those days the hunter had his paradise in Southern 
California, for game was as plentiful as hobos are ai 
present. The valleys contiguous to the higher moun- 
tains were filled with antelope. In fact, one herd, or 
rather a remnent of a herd, roamed through the valley 
of San Jacinto until within the past ten years, when ii 
finally disappeared. The mountains were filled with deer, 
mountain lien and bear, and the deer were so tame that 
it seemed like cruelty to animals to hunt them at all. 
Sometimes the cowboys and Indians had great sport in 
“roping’’ a bear that had been unfortunate enough to 
stray into the domain of the cattlemen. At such times 
the Skill of the boys in throwing the lariat was altogether 
too much for poor old Bruin, for, fight as he would, he 
was not a match for the skilled manipulators of the rope, 
and the contest generally wound up in the capture or kill- 
ing of the bear.

Of the two 
remaining, one pours oil upon the wood from a smali 
clay dish, while the other goes to the firehouse above. 
He soon returns with a long straw wisp, blazing at one 
end. He advances to the corpse's head, touches it with 
the wisp, and then circles the pyre five times, touching 


blazing wisp beneath the feet and the whole pile bursts 
into fame. When all is consumed the ashes are raked 
into the river and float away to bliss eternal. [F. J. O, 
Alsop, in Outing. 


OUR NATIONAL PASTRY. 
Pie is consumed chiefly by the native Americans. For- 
eigners cat very little of it. A German, for example, 


would consume as many in a week. The English, the 
Italians and the French are small pie eaters. The Eng- 
lish eat plum pudding and the Italians like fruit. New 
England and the Middle States constitute the area of 
greatest consumption, but the pie belt extends far 
beyond thai, as the ple is extensively eaten 
all through the West. Pie is eaten much more generally 
in the North than in the South. Chicago is a great pie 
center. St. Louis is not so good. Milwaukee also ranks 
low. One would not think that there are means for 
ascertaining the facts in regard to pic consumption, 
but I have gathered statistics on the subject during the 
past two years which enable me to compute with reas- 
onable correctness the consumption of pies in every State 
in the Union. Pies are made in greater varieties than

pies are made of canned fruit the year round. The 
time-honored mince pie has become a Christmas dessert 
whose place is sure and beyond dispute. There is no 
export trade in pies, because in crossing the ocean the 
crust would become soggy, which, of course, is the re- 
verse of the desired condition. It is a fact which would 
sumprise many persons, however, that pies are often 
shipped hundreds of miles across this country.—[Milk 
waukee Sentinel.

GLIMPSES OF SOME OF THE GARDENS 
OF GLENDALE.

PLANTING NOTE.—It is now a very goed time to plant the rare 
paims that you have been intending to try for several years.

“As for me,” 1 
have said, “I will live in the country or I will live in the 
city, but deliver me from becoming a suburbanite! I

In the 
real courtry, you know, the cows stay in the pasture or 
in the barn, but in the suburbs they are picketed on the 
vacant lots, or ruminate in your back garden—that is, in 
some suburbs, but not so in the land where I have been, 
for I have taken a modern electric car that runs fre- 
quently enough, so that you need not choke to catch it 
(because, if you do not catch one there is always another 
coming) and I have been to a modern Los Angeles sub- 
urb, where the butcher and baker and presumably the 
candlestick maker are not highway robbers, but decent,

It seems the vines, roses, and 
perhaps the English ivy by which the walls of their cot- 
tage are covered, were infested with aphis so that they 
were a distinct annoyance, and there seemed to be no 
ridding the plants of them, when one day down came a 
great ‘lock of these little bush rovers, and, presto! in 
twenty-foyr hours or so not an aphis was visible. 

Said a young Californian to whom I mentioned that 
Mrs. Miller was to make her home at Glendale: “Oh, 
then. can we expect that she will tell us about our Cali- 
fornia wirds? I do hope so, for we know so little about 
them, and 1 would so like to read a book by her about 
our native songsters.” And I can echo the expressed 
wish. “Please, Mrs. Miller, tell us about our bird neigh- 
bors.” 

Rare Cacti and Chrysanthemums. 


There are two gardens that I saw at Glendale that are 
Brither distinctly commercial in character, nor are they 
purely amateur. 

I wae taken to see Mrs. M. E. Patterson's rarely good 
collection of cacti. This collection numbers between five

The Place of the Whispering Pines. 


One of the most picturesque homes at Glendale bears 
the romantic name of “The Place of the Whispering 
Pines.” Rev. Edgar Leavitt and his wife make their 
home here, surrounded by strawberry fields. Mr. Leavitt 
was formerly a missionary in Japan, and one of the 
plant notes I made was of an exquisite vine of wistaria, 
the variety being, I think, Wistaria multijuga. When | 
commen ed on the lovely spray that was presented me as 
being “Japanesque,” Mr. Leavitt promptly replied, “Only 
a very little,” since, as is well known, even the best 
sprays here are not nearly as long as those in the lovely 
flower land across the waters. The chief feature of the 
plant life at Mr. Leavitt's home, however, is the whisper- 
ing pines that have given the home a name. Two or 
three magnificent Monterey pines and a great cypress 
make a group before the house door. Not one of these 
trees is lees than seventy feet in height. and twenty 
years ago they were brought there in tiny tin cans! f 
have never seen more perfect specimens of this native 
California pine, not even in their natural habitat in Mon- 
terey county. I am beginning to be puzzled by what ap- 
pears to be a fact, and that is that our southern Torrey 
seems to make a more vigorus growing in the northern 
part of ihe State than it does in San Diego county, while 
the Monterey pine seems perfectly at home in the south. 
Mr. Leavitt grows strawberries, and they are cultivated 
and gathered by the Japanese, his long familiarity with 
this people enabling him to get the best results by their 
employ. 

The Home of a Bird Lover. 


One of the olcasures of a visit to Glendale promised me 
was that I should meet Mrs. Oliver Thorne Miller, whose 
name is known the world over to all lovers of the birds 
of the air. 7 


Mrs. Miller has been in a quiet retreat all winter. in 
the charming picturesque home of Dr. Horace Wing, 
where, attended only by her daughter and her intimate 
friends, she has taken a desired rest and become ac- 
quainted with her bird neighbors only. I did not go ‘o° 
Glendale to interview Mrs. Miller, for I loathe making in- 
terviews guite as much doubtless as she would loathe the 
interviewer, but in the hour of pleasant chat of birds and 
flowers and, yes, housekeeping, and training of children, 
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and innumerable other subjects that women who write

Miss Anderson 
not only finds time for household duties, and the garden- 
ing of fine flowers, but she is also a musician of ability, 
puts her pretty posies on canvas or china in most attrac- 
tive fashion, and is an amateur photographer whose 
flowers would attract attention from the severest critics, 
80 artistic are they in every detail. As 1 looked and list- 
ened I marveled that one frail woman could achieve 80 
much, and I can only account for it by a theory of inspi- 
raion that is induced by the beautiful surroundings. 


A Wonderful Wild Flower Garden. 


One of the finest locations fur a home in Southern Call- 
fornia is that of Mr. Wells at Glendale, where I rested 
and feastei—both eyes and palate. I am sure that when 
the place finds a name for itself, as all well-conducted 
country places must, and as this one has not as yet, the 
name will <onvey in some term the fact that here Is to 
be found a feast for the eyes, for here is mountain and 
valley and rolling billscape, wooded at timés, or with or- 
chards and fine homes dotted here and there.

Those simple and beautiful forms 
needeu little adaptation to our period because we had not 
moved far away from the living habits of those centu- 
ries. For some years we contented ourselves with mak- 
ing the exterior of the houses Colonial, while the inside 
was that indiscriminate mixture of furniture, fittings and 
bric-a-brac which we all know too well for it to need de- 
scription. Then came the voice of the Nouveau Art, and 
all this began to change. 


The Nouveau Art cannot be characterized in a few sen- 
tences. it must be considered in a separate article. 
Here I can only say that, coming from Germany, refined 
in France, its note of originality and simplicity reached 
us in time to teach us that our interors should carry out 
the thought or style of the exterior. So, in the Colonial 
house was placed the stairway, the mantels and other 


onies; and furniture of the same period, elegant and sim- 
ple, wes designed and placed therein. Thus the house 
became a unit, and the dweller therein blessed. __ 


On this coast the same thought is carried out in the 
Mission homes which are justly her pride architecturally. 
The nobie dignity, the refined and charming simplicity 
of this style has never been surpassed, and rarely 
equaled. It is said that a trye artist works for approval 
from his brother artists. If so, the architect of the mod- 
ern Mission structure must rejoice in the almost envious, 
but altogether whole-souled, appreciation of the archi- 
tect of the East. It is curious that while all other styles 
have been built all over the country, the Mission has 
been almost wholly confined to the coast. Somehow, it 
seems incongruous to place it elsewhere. We find an oc- 
casional attempt to transplant it to the Middle West, but 
the attempt is rarely successful. Just why, I cannot say. 
It would seem that anything so convincing in its nobility 
and simple dignity would transplant readily. 


The fourth style which volces the thougat of dignity, 
simplicity and honesty in home building is the crafts- 
man. We all know this style or method, but how define 
it, or how describe it with these limits? It must suffice to 
say here that while this method has really produced little 
in housebuilding which is distinctive, it has profoundly 
influenced the domestic architecture of the country. It 
has greatly modified our flamboyant ideas, it has 
strengthened the growing conviction of the nobility of 
simple and true construction. Just now its exponents 
are calling attention to the possibilities of the small 
house, to the charm of refined and simple rooms, to the 
possibilities of furniture devoid of unskilled carving, 


It is orov- 
ing the charm of rational form, pure line and little deco- 
ration. In draperies and wall decoration these people are 
doing wonders. They are showing the world the wonder 
of color, its almost unsuspected influence on our lives. It 
would seem to the looker-on that the craftsmen are doing 
missionary work, pure and simple. They are helping 
educate » people, are putting into the daily life of the 
man and woman without much money the possibility of 
surrounding themselves with beauty. But they will not 
leave a permanent style“ to record their great work.

DISTINGUISHED IN CIVIL, MILITARY 
AND LrreERary LIFE.

HIS name is of Saxon origin, from ceapman, a chap- 
man, a merchant. In Germany the name is Kauf- 
man, As early as 1216 the name appears in Whitby, 
being recorded on the rolls of Whitby Abbey. Capt. 
Benjamin Chapman received grants of land in Ireland 
from Oliver Cromwell, and another of the family also had 
large Irish holdings, acquired through Sir Walter Ra- 
leigh, who was a cousin of one branch of the Chapman 
family. The name is also found in Sweden. 
The family were granted patents of nobility at an early 
date in Engiand, Scotland and Ireland, and became dis-

realm of letters. George Chapman, poet, was a friend of 


London in 1689. One of the family, Melior Chapman, so 
distinguished himself in life that in death he found a 
resting place in Westminster Abbey. 


One immigrant ancestor was Robert Chapman, who 
was one of the twenty sent over by Sir Richard Salton- 
stall to make settlements ig the Connecticut colony under 
the patent of Lord Say and Seal. This was in 1635. 
Robert came from Yorkshire, England. His estate, near 
the Saybrooke Fort, which he helped to establish, is still 
owned by a descendant. As one of the legatees of the In- 
dian chief Uncas and his sons, Robert acquired large 
tracts of land, and he was one of the three palefaces 
to whom ihe chief left the care of his sons, whom he 
wished educated in England. As for himself. he wished 
to be buried in a coffin, after the manner of the English. 
Few men rose higher in public esteem or proved more 
useful than Robert Chapman. Several of his letters are 


extant. One was to Gov. Winthrop, and is addressed 
“Haste! Haste! Post-haste, upon His Majesty's especial 
service.“ Robert's wife was Ann Blith, or Bliss. Three 
| of their sons were prominent in the affairs of the colony. 
| Another forefather was Ralph Chapman, who came 
over in the Elizabeth in 1635. His marriage with Lydia 
Wells is the first one recorded in the town of Duxbury. 
It was one of these early fathers who recorded voen bis 
wife’s tombstone that she was 

“A good woman, as the pecple, 

Is witness; a better daughter. 

As her parents are witnesses; 

A most excellent wife, 

As her husband is witness 

Second to none in piety, 

“As God is witness.” 

Another woman nobly planned and who shed luster 
upon the name was, however, only a Chapman by mar- 
riage—Maria Weston. wife of Henry Chapman, a mer- 
chant of Boston.

We find representatives in all of the Indian 
wars and in the great struggle for independence, Jabez 
Chapman, of East Haddam, was an officer in the Revolu- 
tion and one of the members to ratify the Constitution 
of the United States in 1788. Rev. Jedediah Chapman 
was called the rebel preacher by the British, and he was 
such an outspoken patriot that a reward was offered for 
his head. A band of forty took an oath that they would 
neither sleep nor eat until he was in their power, but 
he always outwitted them. Upon one occasion he was 
| pursued by British soldiers and was nearly in their 
| grasp, but, reaching the top of a hill, he turned and 
| waved his hat to them. This saved the day for the 
preacher, for the soldiers supposed that the American 
army was near, but hid from their view by the hill, so 
they turned and galloped away. The “rebel preacher” 
was chaplain in the army. 

No less than sixteen different branches of the family 
are designated in Burke's Armory by their respective 
coats-of-arms. Those of London and Yorkshire families 
are in the main alike, a crescent for the arms, and the 
same motto as that given in the reproduction, which is 
the coat-of-arms borne by the Chapmans of Whitby.

KINGS AND COURTS. 


EDWARD OF ENGLAND OUT OF REACH OF THE 
Cou uon Law. 


[Scraps:] King Edward, like moet European sover- 
eigns, is out of the reach of what is known as common 
law; that is, the law which is binding on every subject 
of the Crown in this country. 

Special laws control the action of the sovereign, among 
others being one which forbids him to take an action in 
the civil courts against any of his subjects. His Maj- 
esty, however, can institute criminal proceedings against 
any person, but if he does so his evidence has to be 
taken on commission; that is, it must be read out in 
court and sworn to as being true by some official, for un- 
der no circumstances can the sovereign ever appear per- 
sonaily in any court of law. Three years ago King Ed- 
ward prosecuted a man for forging his name to a check 
drawn on Coutts’s Penk, when His Majesty's evidence 
was taken on commission. This is the solitary instance 
of King Edward having proceeded against a subject in a 
Barbee rings court, though as Prince of Wales he appeared 
as the plaintiff in two or three civil actions, which he 
was entitled to do, being then a subject of the Crown. 
Any subject can take a civil action in this country 

against the sovereign by presenting to Parliament what 
is known as a “petition of right,” in which must be 
_ fully stated the nature of the petitioner's claim and the 
evidence he is prepared to support his case with. The 
petition is then referred to the law lords in the Holise of 
Lords, who decide whether the action against the sover- 
eign is to be heard or not; but, as a matter of fact. no 
action against the sovereign has been taken by a subject 
of the British Crown for the past 100 years. 

The Kaser is not permitted to institute personally any 
proceedings against a subject either in a civil or crimi- 
nal court, and no legal action can be taken against His 
Imperial Majesty, excent for debt, in which case the 
plaintiff must sue the Comptroller of the Imperial House- 
hold. Not long since a wine merchant sued the Kaiser, 
through the Comptroller of the Household, for £3. The 
money was claimed as interest due on an ouistanding 
, account, and the merchant won his case; but as the Ger- 
man law decrees that no costs can be given against the 

Kaiser, the merchant did not gain much by winning bis 

action. 
If the King of Italy enters into any litigation with 4 
, Subject a special court is summoned for the hearing of 
| the case. The King must appear personally as a witness, 
but he possesses the privilege of declining to answer any 
, questions put to him by counsel. If the King wins his 
action the subject has the right to eppeal, but this sim- 
ply means that the case will be retried before the same 
court, and most probably wilf result in a confirmation of 
the oricinal verdict. — 

The present King of Italy has only once taken an ac- 
| tion against a subject, which was for breach of _contract 

in connection with some painting work that a house 

decorator had undertaken to do at the royal palace, but 
7 which he never completed, although he had been paid for 
the work. The case, however, was settled out of court 
by the contractor refunding the money he was sued for. 

The Czar can be sued in the civil courts of 
Ruesia by any of his subjects, but this has not been done 
for many vears. for the simple reason that the man whe 
, did so, whether he had a good case or not, would cer- 
tainly end his days in a Siberian prison.

tion. Considering the care they have lavished on it, I 
am not surprised at, nor unwilling to share, the confi- 
dence that seems to possess all the Japanese that it is go- 
ing to run out the coming campaign unchecked by jar or 
stoppag*. They must consider, however, that perpetual 
motion has not been attained in war machines any more 
than in other varieties, that there may still be more cam- 
paigns to come, and that smooth-running ability and oer- 
fect construction reqiure power from without to make 
them effective. The war is financed for another year, 
but only after a great effort, and already the appearance 
of want, even suffering, is manifest. Japan's heaviest 
task will be to provide the fuel and oil for the wonderful 
machine she has constructed with so much care and 
labor. Of the economic troubles that have appeared with 
the new year I will write after I have had another week 
or two in which to learn of them more in detail and come 
to a better understanding of their possible significance. 
To this ‘etter I would like to add a few observations on 
this same “care and labor” that have been so potent in 
perfecting and operating the wa: machine. 

As I have seen him, the willingness of the Jenanese to 
work either with band or brain, and in addition to do 
Eis work thoroughly, are his best and most admir- 
able qualities. There is not a lazy bone in his body, nor 
a willfully idie cell of gray matter in his head. These 
qualities, supplemented by physical courage, are suffi- 
cient to account for his success in the war, while they 
are alone responsible for his progress before the war. 
And in them, too, | am certain, will be found the clearest 
index to his future. Their combination with his bravery 
gives him an ambition of the right, or rather, the essen- 
tial, kind to succeed in competition with occidentals. 

The Chinaman has these qualities equally with the 
Japanese, but lacking the tranamuting element of phys- 
ical courage, his ambition takes a direction that pre- 
cludes lis participation in the march of nations as long 
as that procession holds to the course it does. That the 
peace-loving, philosophical Chinaman is right, and we 
occidentals—-with the Japanese tailing in behind—are 
wrong, we may mumble to our smug, satisfied selves dur- 
ing an interval of the Sunday bivouac, but knowing all 
the time that no right-about-face order will change the 
direction of the morrow’s march. . 

Moreover, the Chinaman would be handicapped out of 
the runzing, even if he were disposed to struggle for a 
place, by his inveterate propensity to put evasion and 
faisehood before truth. The rest of the world has lat- 
terly come to regard the presence of a modicum of sin- 
cerity in the dealings of the different nations as essential 
to their continuance. Fortunately for the Japanese, 
those of them with whom the world has to do are actu- 
ated by a really high standard of honor and integrity, 
which bas been of powerful influence in gaining that 
country a place in the comity of nations.

Why, then, in the years to come, when war demands 
give place to peace requirements, the stronger for being 
the longer deferred, shall faculties like these not be de- 
voted to giving back to the world new discoveries for the 
ones the.world bas given to Japan? Why. indeed, shall 
Japan not become one of the foremost, if not the fore- 
most nation of the world in scientific research and 
achievement? This notable position is today, 1 believe, 
generally acknowledged to be occupied by Germany. 
And why? Simply because of the exercise by her scien- 
tists of two faculties, in both of which they are surpassed 
by the Japanese—exactitude and willingness to work. 
The German, too, has a dash of sentiment in his na- 
ture—not a large one. to be sure, but still enough to fla- 
vor perceptibly—which is a handicap in his scientific 
work, and bis successes in that line are in spite of rather 
than as a result of it. The Japanese carries near the 
bottom weight in this particular, and should work out 
much freer on that account.

1 * the year 181%, Sir Stamford Raffles declared the 


Island of Singapore to be a British possession, and 

thereby there “was gained for England one of the 
strongest vantage points in the world. Singapore may 
well be called “The Key to the Far East,” conimercially 
es well as strategically. 

It is situated off the Malay Peninsula, on the Straits 
of Malacca, almost on the equator, in about 104 degrees 
East Longitude. 

Great Britain, with her customary far-seeing policy 
of colonization, has strongly fortified this island, which 
already had the natural means of ‘defense offered by its 
location. The straité, being very narrow and difficult 
of navigation, have been easily made all but impreg- 
nable. 

As a coaling station, Singapore is without a rival in 
all the wide world. The supply of this essential mineral 
is almost unlimited, and the wharves of the island are 
so extensive that in case of need an entire British fleet 
could be coaled at one time. There is also an abundance 
of good, reliable labor to be had, and this is a very im- 
portant point. 7 

Evident as it is to the most casual observer that Sing- 
epore is one of the most important naval stations in the 
world, its commercial advantages are even more appar- 
ent. It is the great distributing point of the Far East. 
Every article of commerce shipped from China, Japan, 
Australia, the Philippines and the many other near-by 
islands to the ports of the west, including Naples, Lon- 
don, Hamburg and New York, must pass through Sing- 
apore and, on the other hand, it is a port of call for all 
¢teamers tearing the manufactured goods and other ar- 
ticles of commerce produced by the western cities. for 
consumption in the Far East. 

Among the numerous lines of steamers which touch at 
this busy center are the mail lines of the various impor- 
tant European countries. There are the Peninsular and 
Oriental Line (English,) the North German Lloyd., the 
„Messagerie“ (French.) the Royal Spanish Mall Line, 
the Austrian Licyd and, last but by no means least, 


there is the Japanese Mall Line, among the very best in 


all respects. 

These lines all run frequent steamers carrying passen- 
gers and a grea: deal of cargo, but the greater propor- 
tion of the commerce is carried by large freight lines 
and numerous tramp steamers. The great majority of 
these sail under the British flag, and it is rarely indeed 
that the Stars aud Stripes are seen in these waters. 


In addition to the great tonnage of shipping that 
passes through, much originates in Singapore.

Sir Stamford Raffles. He was the first and only British 
Governor of the valuable and fruitful Island of Java. 
When this country was ceded to Holland by England, 
Raffles was recalled and crossed to Singapore to plant 
the British flag anew. What wonder, then, that the 
name of Raffles should be the most prominent there! 
There is the Raffles Hotel and Raffles Museum. The 
principal point of the city is Raffles Square, and, on the 
Maidan, they have ereoted the Raffles Monument. 


The climate of Singapore is one of the best to be 


found in the tropics. It is always very warm, and the 


weather is almost the same throughout the year, but 


the heat is tempered by daily rains and the nights are 
perfect. It is not an unhealthful place when one re-

To say the island is beautiful is commonplace; to 
adequately describe its beauties, impossible. It must 
have been wonderfully charming before the white men 
went there, and now the works of civilize® people have 
still more enhanced it. Everywhere are found wide, 
curving, well-paved walks, and drives which stretch like 
leafy tunnels through the thick, tropical growths, or 
wind along the shores of the sea. There are many 
beautiful gardens, and the government botanical gar- 
dens are especially attractive. The various tropical 
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of Japan and China, are wide énough for two,. though 
they are drawn by a single Chinese coolie. If there is 
plenty of time, the companionship of a friend can there- 
fore be enjoyed, and this is, of course, quite an advan- 
tage. If riding behind a horse seems more desirable 
than beiag drawn by a coolie*a “gharrie” may readily 
be found.

cessful in his attempt at highway robbery, in spite of 
the fact that his charges are regulated by law, as the 
average tourist dislikes a trip to the Police Station, 
which is his only recourse. The legal rate is $2.50, Mex- 
jean, or about 60 cents in American money, for five 
hours. The rate for a rickshaw is 20 cents, Mexican, 
or about 8 cents in our money, per hour. 

Good hotels are quite numerous in Singapore, and the 
charges are very moderate. Raffles Hotel is the largest 
and probably the best, although the cuisine of the Adel- 
phi is preferrol by the residents. The Hotel de 
l'Europe is the oldest and still has a good patronage. 
In any of these hotels, the guest should arrange to have 
his own servan:, as those in the hotel are very unsatis- 
factory. 

As usual in tropical countries, one of the greatest 
drawbacks to life in Singapore is the mosquito. These 
pests are very numerous there and unusually vicious. 
Jaguars and tigers sometimes make their appear- 
ance in the very heart of the city. It is not an infre- 


quent occurrence to hear the cry of “Maneater!” in the

If one should drop from a balloon into many parts of 
the city, he might easily imagine himself in the heart 
of China. Hordes of Chinese have emigrated there, 
such emigration being encouraged by the British, as 
the Chinese are the best workers of all eastern races. 
The “Straits-born” Chinese are superior to those at 
home in many respects. It is characteristic of the Chi- 
naman that he seldom takes his women with him in his 
migrations, but finds his wife among the people of his 
adopted land. Unlike most mongrels, the children of 
Chinese fathers and foreign mothers seem to inherit the 
best qualities of both instead of the worst. 

Singapore has many Chinese theaters, where the per- 
formers dress and make up on the stage in full view of 
the audience. The Caucasian visitor is always invitea 
to occupy the seat of honor on each side of the stage. 
The plays are ccntinuous, a single one often requiring 
twenty to thirty nights for complete presentation. To 
follow one through to the end would be rather a strenu- 
task.

A visit to the opium dens, while rather nauseating, 
will not reveal much that is new to the American who 
has seen the Chinatown of San Francisco or New York. 
The Chinaman may be seen preparing the opium pill, 
and then reclining in hie miserable bunk as he smokes, 
or he may be seen deep in the stupor which follows. It 
is a mistake, however, to suppose that all opium smo- 
kers are absolutely beyond hope. Many of them use the 
drug in moderation, and when it is so used it is proba- 
bly not much worse than alcohol. This means of forget- 
ting trouble for a time is resorted to by many whites 
and others as well as the Chinamen, and the percentage 
of Chinese who use it is probably much smaller than 
that of American drunkards. 15

THE STORY OF THE BRAIN. 

The story of the brain as scientists have gradually 
unfolded its peculiar construction, is of marvelous in- 
terest. This pulpy and, apparentiy homogeneous 
mass is revealed to us as the most highly specialized 
and vitalized organ in the human body. It consists of 
hundreds of millions of separate and independent or- 
ganisms, once known as nerve cells, but now called 
“neurones.” These units of the brain are independent 
bodies, and consist of a cell body, its axis and its 
branches. The cell body contains within its covering 
membrane elements which generate the nerves; me- 
dium which conveys that force; and the branches are 
the means of cowmunication of the neurones with each 
other and with the organs end tissues to which the 
nerve is distributed. The life history of these microscep- , 


but waste and airophy when the stimulant is removed; 


the universal end of mankind by fire, and the burning 
of our planet would be a splendid sight for astronomers 
of Mars or of Venus. Should the earth be shattered 
by shock with a comet, a cometary blending of carbon 
dioxide, with our atmosphere would rapidly bring about 
the cessation of respiration through blood poisoning. 

A cometary atmosphere bringing a quantity, even 
relatively small, of carbon dioxide would absorb our 
oxygen, arrest the transformation of venous blood into 
arterial blood, end suppress in a few hours human 
respiration. That would be death from suffocation. 

The chemical constitution of comets is far from baving 
been completely determined. Characteristic signs of 
hydrogen and of carbon have been more than once de- 
tected. But it is possible that these comets are not all 
similar. 

It is easy to imagine a comet which in its meeting, 
instead of absorbing the oxygen of our atmosphere, 
would absorb the nitrogen, and thus gradually increase 


the pulmonary, cardiac, and cerebral activity of all the 


earth's inhabitants. At first this would wrove a most 


, delightful sensation. Everybody would be perfectly 


happy and appreciate better than ever the “joy of liv- 
ing.“ This universal contentment would soon give place 
to a boisterous gaiety, and all human beings would 
become great speakers and singers. Then a certain 
pulsation in the veins would convoke young men and 
women to an irresistible dance, and soon this joy would 
give place to delirium, until the human race would be- 
gin to dance a wild dance, and end in consuming vp all 
their organic tissue. | 
The most probable end of the world will be by the 
absorption of the water through the suppression of 
water vapor in the atmosphere and through the cold. 
Such an end is certain if the earth does not die by ac- 
cident before attaining this old age, and is all the more 
inevitable because not only water vapor. but other ele- 
ments of the air, oxygen and nitrogen, are likewise 
decreasing.

AN ENGLISUMAN SEES THE WHITE 
MAN's PRESTIGE VANISHULNG.

A: ENGLISHMAN, like myself, who has lived many 


years in Japan, returning at the present time to his 

native country, must enjoy many moments of quiet 
amusement as he reflects upon the prevalent ideas abroad 
of Japan and the Japanese nation. 

In the newspapers he reads of the wonderful progress 
of Japan in the last twenty years, of the remarkable 
patience and forethought she showed in the preparation 
for the war with Russia which is being atiended with 
such unprecedentedly successful results, of the debt of 
gratitude she owes to England for being directed into the 
right and proper path of civilization, and of the necessity 
of renewing the Anglo-Japanese alliance before some 
other country seizes a possible opportunity of displacing 
us in some such agreement. 

I am not going to say tRat all the nice things said 
about Japan are not true; the Japanese have done during 
the last twelve months what no other people in the world 
could have accomplished; in the truest sense of the 
words they are “a great nation.” It is so many, many 
years since “Great Britain“ meant the three kingdoms 
and nothing else, that for generations we have believed 
that size is might. Most of us thought that in the war 
of 1894-95 between China and Japan the litile fellow 
would go under, and the same thought was uppermost in 
our minds at the beginning of the present wer. 


Our New Understanding. 


Japan was still “the land of the jolly little Japs,” the 
finest place in the world in which to take a holiday. 


‘Well-known writers traveled through the country every 


year, and when they returned to England issued illustra- 
ted books telling us how the geisha girls giggled and 
sang, how they drank tea and used chopsticks, the prices 
admission to the hot-water bathe, the price of a rick- 
shaw ride thrqugh the streets of Tokio and, of couse, de- 
scribing the profusion of the chrysanthemums.

The Ambition of Japan. 


Eighteen months ago attention was directed tc the 
visits paid to Tokio of princes and missions represent- 
ing the different countries of the Far East. No one 
seemed to know why these visite were paid, and the con- 
jecture raised in some quarters that political motives 
were behind them was scoffed at by those who saw notnf- 
ing but good for Great Britain in the Anglo-Japanese 
aliiance. But the immediate result was a revival of 
racial spirit throughout the length and breadth of the 
Far East, not similar to the former revivals which man- 
ifested themselves in futile rage and bloodshed, and 
passed away like the smoke of fires to be forgotten, but a 
strange zeal for scientific study under Japanese guidance 
and a great enthusiasm for the doctrine, “Asia for the 
Asiatics.”’ Indians, Chinese, Malays, Filipinos, Siamese, 
Koreans, Mongolians found themselves side by side in 
the colleges of Japan, and their countrymen left behind 
at home made the acquaintance of Jenanese propagan- 
dists, who mysteriously appeared, wearing native dress, 


Often they did not know that the propagandist wes any 
other person than one of their own countrymen: out 
there the Japanese man is able to disguise himself and 
go anywhere with confidence. Soon there was not a 
land where Buddba is worshipped that was not the home 
of Japanese preachers, spies, secret service agents, call 
them what you will, all working for the cause of their 
country, which is the cause of Asia. Since then the work 
has spread, and its leavening influence is perceptible to 
the close observer. 

The white man is losing, has already lost, in fact, his 
old and magic power in the Far East. He is no longer 
looked up to with awe and fear, but is regarded rather 
with scornful contempt, which does not show itself only 
where self-interest is concerned.

Half of her 
ambition is realized already, and the other half will see 
fruition sooner than most of us imagine.

The beautiful plumage 
of these birds has been coveted by Dame Fashion, and, 
alas and alas'!—the snow-white whooping crane is said 
to have passed from North America with the exception 
of a few now in captivity. Herons are often taken for 
cranes as they fly overhead. 

I have not the ohotograph of a crane, not as yet hav- 
ing had the opportunity of taking one by the hand, as 
it were; but I giye you a beautiful bird, cousin to the 
crane, which is abundant on this Coast. The individual 
was good enough, or rather it was induced against its 
will, to pay me a short visit one day last summer. It is 
the black-crowned night heron, a young female. When 
photographed the bird was in the act of screaming that 
familiar squawk heard so often in the night when 4 
number of herons are passing, or when they stop in the 
trees. When heard in my Woodpecker'’s Hole, the little 
house ia which I am writing my bird studies, the squawk 
was terrific. And the lunge of the great, strong beak 
which accompanied the squawk on my attempt to caressa 
my visilor waa as terrific as was the squawk. I offered 
it food dy way of fish or beef, but it would toss it far 
away in the greatest anger. I am glad to give this pic- 
ture from life of one of the black-crowned night herons, 
for the heron and the crane are much alike in habits. 
Like the crane, the heron nests on the ground in marshy 
places, but the eggs are three to six. | 

In the picture the bird has shortened its long neck on 
purpose. after the fashion of long-necked birds of the 
family. They appear to lengthen and shorten the neck 
at will, twisting it into a pretty good capital S. which 
shape, protected by the feathers, is not noticeable. 
When at rest, the bird shoves its neck together like a tel- 
escope, but if aroused it shoots out as it propeiled by 
other force than instinct. 

This captive bird depressed its crown, which of course 
in the juvenile specimen was not fully developed. All 
birds, as far as I have observed, do depress the crown 
feathers when frightened. It is the expression of great 
alarm, just as lifting the crest suddenly is always an ex- 
pression of inquiry.

One especially lovely morning I was 
out watching the bees at work on the bean blossoms, 
when suddenly from out the blue-green sky there rained 
down a shower of tired, hungry humming birds.

themselves and feast upon the neciar of the bean bios- 

“To my great delight I noticed that they were nol 
afraid of me. Coming within a few inches of me on all 
sides; they sat pluming themselves in the most uncon- 
cerned manner. It was then I first noticed the wee 
things possessed the mysterious power of changing at 
will the color of their throat and neck feathers from a 
coal black to a fiery red, and back again, many times 
over, while I stood looking on. 

“In less than an hour they had all gone on their jour- 
ney north, and only a few straggling ones were seen 
I very naturally supposed they came from 
Mexico, 700 miles across the Gulf.” | 

This is a very interesting letter, as it opens the subject 
of iridescence, that most wonderful property of bird piu- 
mage, an‘ its possible relation to the same characteristic 
im some of the lizards, notably the chameleon, or ground 
lion. I have not had opportunity of studying the cha- 
meleon much, but I have been acquainted with some ol 
our common lizards, which sport blue and violet tints 
seemingly at will, just as Mr. Anderson takes it for 
granted that the humming bird changes its iridescent 
tints at volition. The true character of the throat and 


Dead patches of this tiny bird puzzles the ornithologists, 


for they have not as yet made out ite actual composition. 
But it is known thet will has nothing to do with the 
chancable tints, as these remain the same after death, 
as anyone may see by examining subjects. It is a fea- 
ture of the plumage to thus change from one tint to an- 
other, according to the degree or character of the light 
cast upon it. The Principle seems to correspond with 
those of “changeable silk,“ where the warp and the woof 
are dissimilar, but which on blending in the light give 


different hues. As to the changeable tints of the chame- | 


leon these may be exactly the same as in the 
hamming bird. Possibly far back in ages that are 
gone the hummers were chameleons, according to the 
theory of bird evolution. Who knows? Doubtless more 
fables have been written about the chameleon than hon- 
est facta. Some authorities conjecture that the power o 
change color is owing to Mervous energy. Others attrib- 
ute it to the blending of different colors in different lights 
as in the case of humming birds. 

That Mr. Anderson’s bean patch proved a great attrac- 
tion to the hummers in winter time should be an encour- 
agement to all of us to plant winter blooming vines and 
shrubs on purpose for these remarkable little iridescent 
visitors. I have not known that humming-birds were 
gregarious, and probably these flocks noticed by Mr. An- 
derson were simply many stranger birds visiting the 
same spot at the same time for the same reason, the nec- 
tar in the bean blossoms. We have all noticed the hum- 
mers surrounding flowers, but on further investigation 
they will be observed to fly in opposite directions when 
the meal is over. That they were so tame“ at his ap- 
proach is not remarkable in this instance, as all hum- 
mers are fearless, as regards the form of anyone. It is 
only movement that startles them. Probably Mr. Ander- 
son stood stock still, as we should all be in the habit of 
doing when studying the birds; we would then become 
more familiar with their ways, I have had the hummers 
many times take nectar without fear from flowers held 
between my lips or in my hands. More than likely these 
humming birds observed by Mr. Anderzon were, as he 


conjectured, on a migrating tour to or from Mexico, as 


here in California several species do migrate. 

There are 500 species of humming birds, all native to 
America, and all worthy of our highest admiration, al- 
though as to their feathers and the iridescence so re- 
markable, I for one, think some of the finer plumaged of 
our cocks equal them in beauty, with more of it. And the 
changeable character is the same in different lighta, 
whether coming through the „lebts of a chicken corra 
or straight from the sky. e

HIL this will not be an ideal season for grain 

in some portions of the coast plain of Southers 
, California, there must be some endurance of 
ground packing, rust’ and stagnant conditions if we 
are to have enough rainfall to restore the depleted 
water supplies. A few weeks of warm weather, inter- 
sperzed with April showers, will do much to restore 
the prospects of a good grain crop. No doubt the stalks 
will head well where rust has not stricken them and 
we hope the outlook will improve from this time for- 
ward.

Butter - marking Law. 


HE new law relating to butter packages goes into 

effect on the 19th of May. This was referred to in 
this department last week, but the exact gorovisiona of 
the enactment were not at hand when the last farm 
notes were written. Packages of butter containing from 
one-half pound to six pounds must be marked in legible 
letters or figures, indicating the weight. The characters 
must not be less than one-fourth inches in length.

Upon 
small areas where no elaborate plants are necessary, 
the assistant will prepare plans before leaving the 
ground. For larger areas a full report with drawings 
will be submitted, the owner in all cases paying the 
actual expenses of making the examination and report.

Celery is one of the best paying crops grown in 
Southern California, and good celery land is held at 
bigher figures than is good orange land. It is strange 
that, with this example before them, the farmers along 
the river bottoms of Northern California do. not turn 
their attention more to the growth of celery. All along 
the Sacramento and San Joaquin Rivers there are vast 
tracts of land peculiarly suited to this vegetable, as well 
as to asparagus. In the islands formed by these rivers | 
the soil is especially suited to celery. The climate, too, | 
is as weil, if not better, suited to it than that of South- 
ern California, and there is more money in it than

tic potash when the horns are just starting than it is 
to use the saw on the horns after they have developed. 
Also, the task is easier at the earlier period. The oper- 
ation with the caustic potash should be made before the 
calf is nine days old. The better time is when the calf 
is from two to five days old. The hair should be clipped , 
away from around the horns. A stick of caustic potash 
should be rolled in paper, with one end of the caustic 
bare. This should be slightly moistened and the tips of 
the horns rubbed for about fifteen seconds, or until the 
potash has made a slight impression on the center of the 
horn. The treatment should be given two, three or four 
times. according to the age of the animal and the size 
of the horns, about five minutes being allowed to elapse - 
between applications. If a little blood appears in the 
center of the horn, it will then be necessary only to give 
a slight rubbing with the potash. We advise all of our 
readers that have calves to adopt this method, rather 
than to wait till the animals grow and have to use the 
more painful method.

why Scuppernong grapes are not planted in-this State, 
as they are a delicious grape and should be widely 
planted. 


As far as experiments have gone, the Scuppernong 
grape is a dismal failure in this State. Some twenty 
years ago, a Dr. Bobo of Nevada City introduced this 
grape into Northern California, not as a commercial 


He had leaflets printed and sent them out to those whom 
he thought would become interested in the Scuppernong. 
He also distributed cuttings in hopes that they would 
prove of value to the recipients. We have in mind an 
arbor in the Sacramento Valiey that is covered with this 
variety of grapevine which has been growing now for 
seventeen years, but hag never borne a grape. Vines 
planted in San Bernardino county six or seven years ago 
have never bloomed. With these facts before us, we can- | 
not encourage the planting of this variety. It is well 

enough o plant a vine or two with the hope that a guit- 

able situation may be found for it, but as a vineyard

Insomnia—in Two Articies—t. 


LEEP is one of the greatest blessings bestowed by 

kindly mother nature upon poor humanity. Also, 

it may be added that deprivation of sleep is one of 
the greatest efflictions that can befali us. In some ori- 
ental countries it was—and perhaps still ie—the custom 
to occasionally torture unfortunate prisoners by prevent- 
ing them from sleeping, a guard being constantly on 
watch to see that they were not permitted to fall asleep. 
Insanity and death always resulted within a brief time. 
The Times recently printed a story about a man at Re- 
dondo Beach, in this county, who claimed not to have 
slept a wink for a hundred days. He is 67 years old, and 
says he never felt better in his life. Physicians who com- 
mented upon this case were right in expressing doubt as 


to the facts, and in demanding further proof before they 


would believe it. Such a case would be altogether un- 
precedented in medical annals. It is quite possible that 
in this, as in other casés of the kind, the subject really 
believed that he bad not slept at all, but in reality had 
occasionally dozed off for a brief time, which is quite a 
different thing from not sleeping at all. 


Owing to the great importance of this subject an un- 
usual amount of space is devoted to it, this week and 
next. 

“Tired nature's sweet restorer, gentle sleep.” 

Shakespeare, who seems to have known something of 
everything, refers to sleep as “chief nourisher in life's 
feast.” ePrfectiy true. Sleep is indeed a restorer. Let 
a man come home in the evening from an exhausting 
day’s labor, so tired that he cannot eat his dinner. Let 

bim roll into a comfortable bed. sleep uninterrupt- 
edly for eight or ten houre. He wakes up in the morn- 
ing feeling strong, active and ready to take up the la- 
bors of the day. Jet, he has eaten nothing in the mean- 
time. It e on this principle that the no-breakfast plan 
is found. “Now blessings light upon him first in- 
vented sicep,” said Sancho Panza. As a w on hy- 
giene pertinently remarks, he should have added: 
“Cursed be he who first invented the enemies of sleep”’— 


micotine, alcohol and drugs. In the “Aristocracy of 


Health Mrs. Mary Foote Henderson says: 

“Could we but sleep. what a wealth of vitality, what 
bappiness, what beauty were ours! Alas! perfect sleep 
ie given only to those already rich in health. The luxury 
of sleep is granted only when physical life is harmonious 
in all its relations. The magic wand of sleep is but the 
hygienic habit. 

“The invariable rule of the inebriate, whether the drug 
be tobacco, alcohol, opium, tea, coffee, or any other pol- 
son, strong or mild, is to experience that more or less 
tired feeling in the morning. Sleep has been unrefresh- 
ing. The partial vital collapse continues until a new and 


ever-increasing dose of the drug is taken.” 


As soon as a sick nmerson is able to sleep a sufficient 
length of time, that person is recuperating, and may 
hope, but once let insomnia set in, and the case is dan- 
gerous. 


The editor recently received a request from a Los An- 


been forced to begin taking a drug. although he took it 
only every other day. The editor wrote him the fol- 
lowing letter: 


“In the first place, you must drop that drug, and ‘do it 
now.“ You say you only use it every other night. Just 
20. But, before long. you will find that you will have to 
use it every night, and then more of it every night. The 
idea thai a person can cure insomnia by taking some- 
thing out of a bottle or a olll box is on a par with the 


symptoms, but so long es the cause remains they will 
surely and inevitably return, with added force—just as 


surely as a pendulum will swing back. 


“The first thing to do, in the cure of Insomnia, is to 
cease to make any effort whatever to sleep, for sleep is 
like a woman. If you woo ker she will flee from you, 
whereas if you turn your back on her, she is quite likely 
to run after you. Sleep in a separate room, while you 
are suffering this way. When you go to bed, take along 
a book or magazine—something light. Lie down flat on 
your back and say to yourself: “I don’t care whether I 
sleep or not, Iam just going to rest.” Read awhile. 
Then, if you feel any inclination to sleep, turn the lamp 
down low, and try to doze off. If you don't, turn it up 
again, and read a little more. ; 

“Breathing is very important. In mild cases, the tak- 
ing of half a dozen long deep breaths, retaining the air 
for a few seconds, is sometimes sufficient to induce sleep. 
Have the windows of your room open and the bed cover- 
ing not too heavy. If you find yourself too cool, use a 
hot-water bottle in bed. This is an excellent thing, be- 


cause it tends to draw the blood down from the bead to 


the feet. The effect may be greatly aided by putting a 
wet towel over the forehead. oR 

“Another good idea is occasionally to get up and walk 
around in the cool air of your room, in your night shirt, 
Jetting the air come in contact with the body. Also, turn 


your pillow occasionally, so that the head comes on a 
cool surface ° 

“Take a cold sponge of the body every morning, on 
arising. A hot bath with salt before retiring you will 
find very helpful. You must see that you get a certain 
amount of exercise in the open air every day. To walk 
home from town instead of riding would be a good idea. 
Or you might potter around the garden a little. You sel- 
dom find insomnia among people who exercise their bod- 
les as well as their minds, thus keeping the circulation 
regular, and the blood not congested in the brain. 

“About diet. This is specially important, in regard to 
the last meal of the day. In your evening meal include 
no meat, coffee, tea or alcohol. Try making this meal 
chiefly of onions stewed in milk with celery. Add a few 
eggs, maccaroni and cheese, or something of that kind. 
It is difficult here to get the large sweet Spanish onions 
that are so popular for supper in London. They hare 
been grown on a smal! scale in Whittier, and I don't un- 
derstand why they are not more widely tivated. 
There are, however, good large onions to , 
Angeles. They should be stewed in a 
cover, so that none of the essence escapes. Hat no 
highiy-fermented French bread with the last meal, but 
stale whole-meal bread, zweiback or crackers. For a 
nightcap a bottle of Guinness’s stout is good, but a tum- 
bierful of hot milk, sipped very slowly. is better. Eat a 
cracker with either, thoroughly masticating it. If you 
are accustomed to that sort of thing, you might substi- 
tute a hot milk punch for the milk, but don't make it too 


strong. 

“As to smoking. Excessive emoking will inevitably 
lead to nervousness and insomnia. Nicotine is an un- 
natural sedative, and of course there is the nevessary re- 
action to excitement, just es from the excitement from 
alcohol there comes the drowsy feeling. Don't smoke 
more than one mild cigar or one pipe of tobacco alter ihe 
evening meal. 

“Of course, all this is much more troublesome and re- 
quires much more will power than to merely take some- 
thing out of a bottle or @ pill box, but it will effectualty 
cure, while the other will merely temporarily remove the 
symptoms. There is no royal road to health, any ‘ore 

there is to wealth. 

“But above all things, once more I say: Drop that 
drug, and drop it at once. You will, of course, find it 
difficult—the more difficult the longer you have used it— 
but if son don't drop it, then I see your finish, which I 
need not say I should be very sorry to see.” 

To these might be added the following suggestions. 
Lettuce is a soporific, and should be enten freely at the 
last meal of the day. 

Relaxation is a fine thing, and will sometimes be suffi- 
cient to produce sleep. Let yourself thoroughly go— 
every limb, muscle and fiber—liying like an inert mass 
on the bed. | 

Scientific massage will be found very helpful, and oste- 
opathy is still better.

But as we cannot wait so éas- 
ily for the arrival of sleep as we can for the action of 
the bowels in prolonged constipation, an admirabic de- 
vice for procuring sleep is often found to be either Star-

Medica! Legislation—XI. 


HE California Medical and Surgical Reporter is a 

monthly magazine established a few months ago in 
Los Angeles, It represents an association of physicians 
which backs the Pacifie Hospital and the Good Samari- 
tan Hospital, as against the popular and profitable Cali- 
fornia Hospital, for it is apparently not contrary to med- 
ical ethics for doctors to be interested in and recom- 
mend their patients to a hospital that pays big annual 
dividends. In its April issue the Reporter says: 

“The medical profession of Los Angeles has been 
treated, during the last month, to the rather unusual 
sight of fifteen arresis of persons who were practicing 
medicine or surgery without a State license. Weicome 
as such a sight was, and long delayed though it may have 
been, a still more encouraging feature was the fact that 
most of these arrests were followed by convictions in the 
magistrates’ courts, with infliction of the minimum fine 


of $199." 


In another article occurs the following: 
“The various bills to license naturopaths, provide new 
boards of medical examiners, etc., etc., all of which were 


intended to nullify the present State medical laws, and 


some of which were recommended as worthy of massage 
by the commitiees to which they were referred, failed of 


passage. 

“For this let us all be grateful, and in our gratitude 
resolve that two years hence we will see to it that sur 
representatives are made better acquainted with the de- 
sires of che medical profession than they seemed to be 
this year.” 

Don't congratulate yourselves so fast, Messrs. Medicos. 
No true principle was ever disposed of by persecution. 
On the contrary, the truth flourishes under persecution, 
as wiiness the wonderful growth of the Christian church. 
The more you try to tyrannize over practitioners who do 
not belong to your own school, the more wil! the sympa- 
thy of the public go out to those people. The editor of 
the Reporter further says: 

“The ‘let-the-quacks-alone’ policy advocated by some 
members of our profession is not well founded. Viola- 
tors of the laws of the land should be brought before the 
bar of justice.” : 

But who are the quacks? In reference to this subject, 
Dr. C. N. Miller of San Francisco, in an argument 
against medical legislation, put forth by him four years 
ago, said: 

“What ts a quack? Webster defines a quack as ‘a 
boastful pretender to medical skill.’ 

“Pick up any of our daily papers and see if in our city 
there are no ‘boastful pretenders to medical skill.’ 

“It looks to me as though at one time the quacks who 
held diplomas could not compete with their brothers who 
held them not, and so they worked the Legislature, in- 
voked the aid of the law, and turned those without di- 
plomas out of the business. Then, they licensed one an- 
other, and taking possession of the empty offices, they 
have hung out the sign ‘Business continued at the old 
stand.. 

By the way, in this same number of the Medical and 
Surgical Reporter the editor lectures the local members 
of the profession for taking so little interest in questions 
of public health. He eays, among other things: 

“Must we, individually and collectively, be forever 
racking cur brains about this, that or the other etiologi- 
eal factor, diagnostic aid or therapeutic principle, that 
we have no time to consider, for instance, the observa- 
tion of our health officer that epidemics of diphtheria are 
often associated with our dustetorms, which are, in turn, 
in good part due to the city’s method of street-sprink- 
ling?” 

Among those recently arrested in Los Angeles at the 
instigat ion of the allopaths, and fined for practicing the 
art of healing without a State license—which he could 
not obtain, as he doesn't believe in the drug superstition 
—is one L. Schaefle. Mr. Schaefie prefixes his name with 
the word “reverend,” which the editor does not aporove 
of. He is no more or less reverend than many others 
who are doing good to their fellow men. However, that 
is an aside. Mr. Schaefie claims to heal people of sick- 
ness by the laying on of hands. He was formerly a mia- 
ister, and is the son of an Illinois minister of the gospel. 


Mr. Schaefie claims to be following the example o Jesus, 


who came not only to heal the soul of sin, but the body 
of weakness and disease. He quotes from Mark xvi'18, 
in which it is stated that certain signs slauld follow 
them that believe, among which was the “iaying on of 
hand@ for the recovery of the afflicted.” Again, 
the Apostle Paul speaks distinctly of the gift of 
healing. Mr. Schaefie says he cannot explain his 
power, but “believes it is a gift of God, to be 
used for His glory, the alleviation of suffering 
and for the advancement of His kingdom.” The etitor 
believes that whatever power Mr. Schaefle may poss>ss 


is due to magnetism, which everybody @ossesses to a 


greater or less degree—some in vastly greater amount 
than others. Mr. Schaefie publishes several ‘testimonials 


from persons who claim to have been helped by him, and | 


the editor of the California Voice testifies to cfiective 
healing that he has done. : 

Now, what justice or common sense is there in the ar- 
rest and punishment of this man? Ie it not plain that, 
if Jesus of Nazareth should come to earth, and go about 
healing the sick as He did in Palestine, He would st once 
be arrested, at the instigation of the medical proiession, 
and fined, with the alternative of serving a term in the 
chain gang?

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portance of mind cure— suggestion, faith cure, mental 
healing. Christian Science or whatever you may choose 
to call it—was again shown, in a recent dispatch from 
Denver, published in The Times of April 7, stating that 
the rector of a fashionable Episcopalian church, Rev. 
J. H. Houghton, intends to establish a church guild, for 
the purpose of Teaching healing by means of religious in- 
struction. He ft working in the interest of the Church 
of England, and the movement is said to have the sanc- 
tion of the Queen of England, the first guild having 
been established there. Thus Mrs. Eddy is likely to have 
serious competition before long. Next will come a clash 
between the medicos and the influential and wealthy 
members of the Episcopalian church, which is likely to 
make a very pretty little ight. The result of it all, how-. 
ever, must inevitably be the establishment of medical 
liberty. | 

The editor recently commented on a Missouri dispatch, 
stating that the Legislature of that State had, by a small 
majority, decided to forbid the practice of osteopathy, 
thus apparently taking a long backward step. In reply 
to an inquiry for particulars, a correspondent sends the 
following: 


“Dr. C. E. Still was sued for malpractice on a case of

Judge ruled 
that testimony of members of rival schools of medicine 
was not competent. Decision in favor of defendant in 
Circuit Court. Decision reversed on technicality. New 
trial is now ordered. The decision in no way affects the 
legal staius of osteopathy in Missouri. Anyhow that was 
never the point at iesue. Osteopathy is regulated by an 
independent law in this State, and the legal status of 
our science is just ds secure as that of the practice of 
medicine.”

Mental Attitudes. 
StEMENTAL Attitudes, Their Influence Upon Health, 
Success and Happiness,” is the title of a lecture by 
Albert B. Olston, printed in pamphlet form. The author 
enlarges upon the importance of the subconscious region 
of the mind, which has produced the marvelous works of 
literature, of art and music. He thinks there is abroad 
greater poverty of soul and personal power than poverty 
of purse. The effort, nowadays, of so many people to 
grasp the true meaning of life has led many into jungles 
of thought—Christian Science, spiritualism, theosophy 
and so forth, out of which the author thinks there is lit- 
tle chance for their escape. He says: 


“The medical profession has been denying to its multi- 


tude of suffering patients comforts and health which oth- 
ers have been eager to give. The orthodox gulpit has 


also denied its constituency some of the most beneficial 


and comforting factors in religions expression. Educa- 
tional instructors have galvanized themselves against the 
encroachments of growing demands and needs. Thus it 
has been that many who have sought comfort and light 
have been turned away by those in respected places, and 
have found something of which they were in search in 


one or more of the systems of thought presented by hasty 


‘and ambitious leaders. The price that many such have 
paid in gratitude for their physical comfort is a blinding 
credulity and frequently an inordinate egotism. . . 


Had the medical profession been less materialistic; had 


it studied and treated man less as a machine, and more 


as he is—a great mental factor—the science of medicine 
and cure would today be more satisfactory to both physi- 
cians an patient. As it is, with the exceptions of the 
labors of a few physicians, the orofession has contributed 
littie toward the public’s self-control and exercise of 
their latent powers. The subconscious mind with its 
greater curative factors, has been a source of annoyance 
to the great army of regular physicians, as it seemed to 
interfere with their faith in their dream of chemica 

specifics.” 


“The rise of the mind as the greatest factor in health 
and cure has bad to come up against the medical frater- 
nity, in the place of having its intelligent support. It 
may seem strange to some that the mental factor in cure 
should have had to be discovered and demonstrated 
largely outside the ranks of the profession, whose busi- 
ness it is to heal the body. Anyone acquainted with the 
history of medical science knows that this is most cer- 
tainly true.“ 

The author quotes Dr. Schofield, who endeavors to 
bring physicians to their duty, in the exercise of the men- 
tal factor in treatment. Speaking of the family ohysi- 
cian, Dr. Schofield is quoted as saying: “His blue pill 
may be useful. but his tact in encountering false notions 
and instilling healthy ideas is the most powerful reme- 
dial agent he possesses.” Other physicians are quoted 
along the same lines. In another place the author says: 

“We have come to know that a common principle is 
active in all systems of effective cure, whether it be that 
of the regular medical treatment, Christian Science, faith 
healing from prayer, belief in certain reports and springs, 
‘magnetic healing,’ so-called, mental science in its vari- 
ous forms, and in fact every ism or ‘science’ which 
effects the cure of human ills.” 5

The drunkard has created within himself a ‘center 
energy’ which drives him as certainly as a plowman bis 
beasts. His judgment rebels agaist his self-destruction, 
but his liquor ‘center of energy’—which is subconscious

quentiy repeated, establish powerful centers of energy: 
so powerful, that frequently all other interests—how- 
ever vital-revolve about the vice center when it is ac- 
tive, and serve ite ends.”

This is one thing for which 
a man's will power was given him.” 


To a certain extent, this is true. Yet, we know very 
well that in early life many square pegs are put into 
round holes. While a man should try to make the best 
of any position in which he finds himself, it is not 
that he should continue to do work for which he is not 
well adapted by nature. That is waste of energy—waste 
of effort.

before being transiated into acts. But 
while the words of all breathe reform, 
acts tend to a contrary direction: For 
instance, the press commission decrees 
additional liberpies, but the consorship 
regulations grow severer. 

The deplorabie lack of confidence in 
the government's sincerity in placing 
the reforms in the hands of the bu- 
reaucracy resulted in the formation 
this week by barristers of a nucleus for 
a national organization in favor of a 
constitution, and because of this they 
were given notice to leave the city 
within twenty-four hours.

The 
last straw was the imperial rescript ad- 
dressed Thursday to Interior Minister 
Bouligan, creating a special commis- 
sion to discuss questions relating to 
peasant tenure of land and the aboli- 
tion of the peasant commission, over 
which M. Witte presided.

HE GOVERNOR of New Mexico, 

Hon. M. A. Otero is at the An- 

gelus, making a quiet visit to Los 
Angeles with his wife. : 

He is vigorously avoiding any public- 
ity; there will be no banquets and no 
“doings” for the Governor—not while 
he has his health and strength. 

He is one of the interesting charac- 
He may be said 
to have inherited the governorship of 
his territory. His great grandfather 
was one of the Spanten pioneers of the 
territory, his grandfather and father 
and himself have all played a strong 
part in the life and hjstory of the West. 

With Richard Harding Davis, whose 
pluck and talent the Governor strongly 
admires, he is one of the two honorary 
members of Roosevelt's Rough Riders, 
which he helped organize. Roosevelt 
organised the Texas contingent; Otero 
the New Mexican. 

Gov. Otero is opposed to joint state- 
hood. “We of New Mexico,” he said 
last night, feel strongly against it. 
It is partly from sentiment and partly 
on a pracical basis that we object. 


“We feel that we will lore our iden- 
tity as a State—that we will be losing 
aniendid traditions we have built 


up. Furher than that, we believe that 
the two States, joined, would be too 
large a territory to govern well; too 
expensive to govern. 

“I don't see how it can be contended 
that we cannot govern ourselves. I 
think our people the finest in the world 
and our Legislature worthy of our peo- 
ple. We never have any legislative 
scandais down in our country. We 
have almost no labor troubles. How 
can other States, comparing their 
records with ours, say that we cannot 
govern ourselves? Why, before I left 
the territory, I vetoed a bill that had 
passed both houses. My veto was sup- 
ported unanimously by both houses. 


“Our legislative representatives are 


men of property and standing, cattle 
men and ranch men. 


“New Mexico, in spite of magazine 3 


stories, is one of the most peaceful and 
law-abiding countries in the world. It 
will always be a greet cattle and sheep 
country. Both our cattle and our 
sheep are improving in quality and 
standard. I am, myself, a cattle and 
sheepman as my family has been for 
many, many years.

RDER BEFORE ARBITRATION. 
The newly-elected Mayor of 
Chicago, E. F. Dunne, has made him- 
self quite prominent, during the 
teamsters’ strike, in offering himself 
as a medium for arbitration of the 
dispute. He has not appeared promi- 
nently in the efforts of the police de- 
partment to preserve order and to 
stop the mauling and maiming of non- 
union men employed to take the 
Places of strikers. 8 
Mayor Dunne has had ample op 


portunity to shine resplendently in 


the capacity of a preserver of the 
public peace, but he has failed con- 
spicuously, so far as Chicago dis- 
patches indicate, to act in that capac- 
Ny. To preserve the public peace, to 
enforce the laws, and to see that the 
guaranteed rights of all men are pro- 
tected, is the first duty of Mayor 
Dunne in the existing crisis. Without 
peace and order in a community, no 
man’s rights are safe, justice is im- 
possible and “arbitration” is a shal- 
low fraud. | 

Great disorder has prevailed in 
Chicago since the inception of the 
teamsters’ strike. Although the 
teamsters had no grievance, they went 
@ut on a sympathetic strike, broke 
their agreements, and began, on the 
first day of the strike, a system of 
violence which menaced the peace 
and welfare of the entire city. 

As President McKinley refused ‘to 
treat with armed insurrectionists in 
ihe Philippines, so soul the Mayor 
of Chicago refuse to treat with the 
representatives of unionism while 
Ainionists are blocking the streets, 
pulling men off wagons, mauling 
them into insensibility, and commit- 
ting other acts of violence in defiance 
of the lawse—laws of the city, laws of 
the State, and laws of the nation. 
Clearly, the primary duty of Mayor 
Dunne is to restore and preserve or- 
der. He has occupied a judicial posi- 
tion long enough to appreciate the 
necessity. and the justice of enforcing 
the laws and preserving the peace. 
Arbitration, if arbitration is to be had, 
should come after the suppression of 
disorder, not before it. 

So far as the striking teamsters are 
concerned, it is evident that in their 
ease there is no legitimate ground for 
arbitration. They have presented no 
grievance. There is positively noth- 
ing to arbitrate in their case. As for 
the striking garment workers, there 
may or may not be ground for arbitra- 
tion of their grievances. If there be 
ground for arbitratic(a, the teamsters 
do not stand upon it. 

The Mayor of Chicago has begun at 
the wrong end in attempting to bring 
about an adjustment of this dispute. 
Tt is not an easy matter to draw off 
the water in a barrel by tapping it 
at the top instead of at the bottom. 


R. HUNTINGTON—HIS INVEST- 
MENTS—HIS ATTITUDE.

He 
made them because he confidently ex- 
pected that he would get a square 
deal” from Los Angeles, both as a mat- 
ter of justice and of advantage to this 
conamnunity. 

Fror: these investments by Mr. 

luntington, the people of Los Angeles 
ami those of a goodly proportion of 
Fouthern California have derived great 
benefits, and they will derive even 
greater benefits in the future, if Mr. 
HuiAington’s work be not hampered by 
a shortsighted and needless policy of 
hostility on the part of the city govern- 
ment. . 

It is becoming apparent to Mr. Hunt- 
ington, however, that Mayor McAleer 
has entered upon a hostile campaign 
aguinst him and his interests. Under 
these circumstances, Mr. Huntington 
proposes to join issues with the Mayor, 
‘not alone for the protection of his own 
interests, but for what he believes to 
be the best interests of the city, which 
are so closely allied to those of his 
railway systems, But it cannot be ex- 
pected that Mr. Huntington will make 
further investments of any conke- 
quence, if he ts to be confronted by a 
hostile city administration. 

While it is much to be regretted that 
Mr. Huntington has been—or is likely 
to be—forced into this attitude of seir- 
jefense, who can blame him for the 
determination to defend his own? 
That is the right of every man, and 
the duty of every man if he be not no- 
toriously in the wrong. Mr. Hunting- 
ton is not in the latter position. He 
has sublime faith in the future of Los 


— 
— — 


Angeles, and is as desirous as any 
citizen to assist in its development. 
But he says, in effect, that ha will de- 
fend himself against unjust aggres- 
sion, and.stand firmly upon his ac- 
quired rights, under the law, to the 
last extremity. If Mayor McAleer 
wants a fight, and insists upon it, he 
can have it. But the principal suffer- 
ers will be the people of Los Angeles; 
for the development of the city and of 
the region contiguous and tributary to 
it will be much retarded by the stop- 
page of further investments by Mr. 
Huntington. 

Some shortsighted persons entertain 
the absurd idea that because certain 
enterprises represent a large invest- 
ment of capital they are essentially 
wrong and opposed to the public good. 
Nothing could be farther from the 
truth. The good which can be accom- 
Flished by investments such as Henry 
K. Huntington has made in Los An- 
geles, city and county, is proportionate 
in large part to the extent of those in- 


vestments. When he asks “a square 
deal” and cohperation on the part of 


the public, t is an extremely poor ar- 
gument to answer that these must be 
denied because his investments amount 
to many millions. 

Mr. Huntington's position in this 


matter commends itself as rational 


and just. It is to be hoped that Los 
Angeles, through its administrative 
government, will maintain a position 
which will encourage, not repel, the 
investment of capital in legitimate en- 
terprises, whether in large or small 
amounts. This is the only attitude 
which will favor the growth, progress 
= development of our magnificent 
y. 


TALE OF WOE. 


Among the numerous kickers and 
knockers against California, who ap- 
pear to have some sort of an organiza- 
tion somewhere, is a person named J. 
W. Kirke, who spills his bile in an inter- 
view published in a recent issue of the 
Miiwaukee Sentinel. This fellow has 
much—very much-—-to complain about. 
First, he objects to the society of Na- 
tive Bons of California, This organiza- 
tien, he declares, “has a monopoly that 
makes some of the eastern capitalistic 
organisations look pale and insignifi- 
cant. Those only are eligible to the 
organization,” he continues, “who were 
born in the State or who have been 
residents of it for twenty-five years.” 
(if this knocker’s information in gen- 
era! is no more accurate than this it 
is not worth much, for the society of 
Native Sons is what its name implies, 
an organization of persons who were 
borr in California, and no others are 
eligible.) But this question is only a 
side issue, and is not the crux of Mr. 
Kirke’s grievances. 

“The newcomer,” says Kirke, “when 
he is confronted by this solid front of 
organization, is in a hard way, and if 
he can make a business profitable he 
is an unusual genius, or has a pull 
which comes to but few. Tradesmen of 
all classes.” he says further, “are mem- 
bers o* the Native Sons, and they in- 
dicate the fact by signe over their 
doors. Native Sons will trade with no 
others, and the result is that they con- 
trol business to a large extent in a 
number of the more important cities of 
the State.“ 

Well, now! This alleged information 
wil’ be a great deal more surprising to 
residents of California than to the peo- 
ple of Milwaukee, although it is calcu- 
lated to jar“ the latter, to a certain 
extent. The number of people in the 
State of California who were born in 
other States or other countries, far out- 
numbers those who are native-born, If 
the business men who are Native Sons 
were to attempt a boycott of all “out- 
Siders they would lose a large and val- 
unable part of their business—much 
more, in fact, than they would gain. As 
a matter of truth, there is no such boy- 
cotting or attempted boycotting. In the 
city of Los Angeles, probably three- 
fourths, and perhaps four-fifths, of the 
business men were born outside of the 


State. If a business man were to put. 


a sign over his door indicating that he 
is a Native Son and therefore entitled 
to extra favors, the sign would doubt- 
les¢ provoke many a smile, but it would 
neither help nor hurt his business. Buy- 
ing and selling in Los Angeles is not 
conducted upon lines so narrow and 
provincial. 

It is not clear what motive any man 
can have in trying to injure California 
by retailing to a reporter such bald- 
faced falsehoods as are accredited to 
the person Kirke. He is evidently ac- 
tuated by malice, for the statements 
which he makes are s0 notoriously 
false that they might be easily dis- 
proved if it were worth while. 

But it seems that in the sentences 
above quoted the real drawbacks of 
California” are not stated. He finds 


these real drawbacks to be the rains 


and the fleas.” He says that “more 
easterns have found it impossible 
for them to live in California by reason 
of these afflictions than by any other 
causes.” We are willing to admit, en 
passant, that there are some fleas in 
California, and that they have an un- 
common. fondness for tenderfeet. Their 
predilections for this luscious diet are 
somewhat like those of South Sea 
Island cannibals for missionary meat.

The flea must live (although our friend 
may not see the necessity,) and he 
likes a change of diet occasionally as 
well as do those who defame him. 

Scientists,“ says Mr. Kirke, “have 
figured that if a man could jump pro- 
portionately as far as a California flea 
he could leap from San Francisco to 
New York. They are so strong,” (the 
leu is evidently meant, not the scien- 
tists) “that you cannot hold them be- 
tween your fingers, and they will work 
out of your strongest grasp. People 
Who are at all thin-skinned find them- 
selves martyrs if they attempt to live 
in California.” It is no use to deny the 
agility of the flea, as all the world 
kt.ows of it. He is also remarkablv 
Strong for his size and age. Some of 
our native scientists are now at work 
on the problem of utilizing his agility 
as a means of rapid transit between 
New York and Chicago. Others hope 
in the near future to make his astound- 
ing muscular strength available in the 
generation of electric currents to drive 
our machinery, light our cities, pump 
our irrigating water, etc., etc.

Taking him at his worst, and admit- 
ting all his faults. he is not half so 
obnoxious as the person who comes to 
California from the bliggardy East, en- 
joys our unrivaled climatic and other 
advantages, and goes back to his lair 
te tell lies about us. |

variation of soll for miles around.” 
The knocker who tries to knock Call- 
fornia on the ground that it receives 
an excess of rain is quarreling with 
his job. If our old friend J. Pluvius 
would be so kind to us as Mr. Kirke 
says he is, we should be happier than

THE PENDING BATTLE, 


SIGNIFICANCE OF EXPECTED. 
FIGHT BETWEEN RUSSIAN 


AND JAP FLEETS. te 
* 
(SPECIALLY CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.) 
In all the long history of the naval 
warfare of the world there has never 
yet been a battle when so much was 
at stake on both sides as in the fast 
approaching struggle between the two 
great fleets of Admirals Rojestvensky 
and Togo. The great naval victories 
ot Great Britain over Netherlands, 
Spain and France, victories which 
made her for a long period the mis- 
tress of the seas, were of enormous 
importance to her as well as to the 
whole civilized world—but they had 
only foreign importance, so to say, 
and did not change anything in her 


‘Internal situation. 


The outcome of the battle between 
Rojestvensky and Togo will undoubt- 
edly decide not only the results of the 
war, but also the fate of autocracy in 
Russia. And the fate of freedom in a 
country with the largest territory and 
with the largest white popdlation on 
the face of the earth is and will be of 
incalculable importance not on to 
herself, but also to the whole world, 
The success of the cause ot Überty in 
these United States of America has 
had a great influence for good on the 
history of that cause in Europe during 
the last century--just as the mainte- 
nance of autocracy in Russia has had 
an opposite effect. Notwithstanding 
vast differences in governments, lan- 
guages, manners, religions; notwith- 
standing distance, frontier guards and 
customs, various countries have a 
greater influence upon each other than 
appears on the surface, and a victory 
of the cause of freedom in any of them 
always produces an invisible but most 
powerful shock throughout the civi- 
lized world, a shock always beneficial 
to the masses. The sending of Ad- 
miral Rojestvensky to a battle with 
Togo, with a fleet admittedly inferior 
in numbers, tonnage and armament, 
and when its battle strength is inev- 
itably greatly impeded by its long 
cruise in tropical waters, shows plainly 
that Russian autocracy is really in dire 
straite and ready to take great risks, 
as I predicted it would be in one of my 
previous articles. A decisive defeat of 
the Russian fleet in the impending bat- 
tle may mean the speedy downfall of 
autocracy—an indecisive action, a pos- 
sible one—and a decisive victory will 
crush the cause of freedom for a long 
time to come. Such a victory will 
quickly terminate the war, as with the 
seas lost to her Japan cannot maintain 
her army in Manchuria, and nothing 
but crossing into Chinese territory can 
save the army—the theater of war is 
already exhausted and stripped of all 
supplies, and it would be impossible 
to maintain 600,000 men without the 
present Japanese command of the sea, 
saying nothing about replenishtig 
emmunition, clothing, horses, forage, 
etc. The year’s successes on land and 
the destruction of the firet Russian 
Pacific fleet will go for nothing. The 
final result will tell the story. With 
Rojestvensky in possession of the Yel- 
low and Japan seas, Russia’s complete 
victory in every way will be only a 
matter of weeks. Japan win have no 
chance whatever. And such a victory 
will mean not only a glorious end of 
the war, but the vindication of Rus- 
sian autocracy and another long pe- 
riod of it in the future. I have no 
doubt that the good wishes of every 
European monarch are With Russia in 
this case. It will prolong the tenure 
of office for all of them—it will curb 
the cause of freedom everywhere. 

In these articles I have invariably 
been quite sincere, and have shown 
unsparingly all the defects of the Rus- 
sian government, as well as of the 
Russian people. I tried to be impar- 
tial—and have never said a word about 
Japan. Now, on the eve of the decisive 
moment, when the fate of this aw. al 
war is in the balance, I will take the 
liberty of expressing myself on the sub- 
ject of Japan, also. Her military suc- 
cesses have brought about the present 
Russian crisis—she is, therefore, a 
great factor in the case, and an esti- 
mate of her position in the world and 
of her strength will help to deter- 
mine the same qualifications in her foe, 
whom, so far, she has beaten. I am 
an absolute, unqualified disciple of the 
theory of evolution. I believe firmiy 
that Darwin, in natural sciences, and 
Herbert Spencer, in philosophy, and 
their successors, have given the world 
the only theory which fully explains the 
gradual transformation and history of 
our planet in general and of humanity 
in particular, in all their innumerable 
intricacies. This theory itself. as every- 
thing else, is subject to evolution—but 
its fundamental principles, its raisons 
etre, will stand forever and gain 
more and more strength with the 
course of time and their fuller develop- 
ment by the great minds of the future. 
The substance of this theory is the 
survival of the itest, and the inevita- 
ble doom of lower, transient stages. 
In the human family those stages are 
undoubtedly represented by the various 


colored races, They are the primitive, 
the ancient human inhabitants of our 
planet. The white race, speaking in an 
historical sense, is the newest, the lat- 
est product of evolution—to this race 
belongs the present and the future. 
The black, the red, the yellow have had 
their time—and a more or less perma- 
nent revival of any of them is out of 
the question, would be absurd, an ata- 
vism, unprecedented and impossible un- 
der the ruling laws of nature. Nature 
may evolutionize slowly, or rapidly— 
but it must go forward, it cannot go 
backward. Atavism in personalities is 
frequently observed—but it has its lim- 
itations, and there is no record in his- 
tory of the atavism of a whole nation. 
Only a new race, blue; crimson, green, 
can become superior to the white—not 
the inferior ones of the past, like the 
black, red or yellow. That the time 
for such a new and superior race has 
not yet arrived, the American nation 
gives brilliant proof. It is by rights 


the youngest of the human family—and 


it is strictly waite in its most devel- 
oped stage, allowing a great variation 
of shades, from a decided brunette to 


‘the. fairest blonde. All the new races 


have this distinction—the Teutons, the 
Anglo Saxons, the Slavs, the Ameri- 
cans, while the older ones, like the Ar- 
menlans, Turks, Spaniards, Italians, re- 
tain a vastly predominating darker 


type. 
This is their limitation, their -infe- 
riority—and in the yellow race this in- 
feriority is still more pronounced, v- 
ing no whades of color \ hatever, and 
straight, bristly, black hair, eyes on 
a Slant, protruding jaws, etc. You can 
always tell a Japanese, just as you can 
a negro or an Indian. He is limited 
physically, and I have no doubt, men- 
tally, as well. This limitation, this 
sameness of this physical development 
indicates a limitation, a sameness of nis 
mental powers, also. And, really, every 
impartial, close observer of Japanese 
character and achievements tells us 
practically the same story. It is a 
story of his imitative, not creative 
qualities. He can imitate anything to 
perfection—but he cannot create, he 
cannot Invent—his mental capacity is 
purely one-sided, as the mental capaci- 
ties of negroes or Indians are. He 
has no art, no literature, no music—all 
these things require creation, require 
special faculties of mind, which the 
yellow race, as an inferlor one, does 
not possess. Everything Japanese is 
a fad now in America—but an educated, 


‘cultured reader cannot help but shrug 


his shoulders reading their novels, their 
poetry, the very best of which, of 
course, are translated. No imagination 
whatever, no color, no clear conception 
even of the most ordinary human pas- 
sions and movements of thought. 
Everything done up with the same pre- 
cision as a first-class drug store fills a 
physician’s prescription. In my youth 
I had a teachér who taught me the sci- 
ence of versifleat ion, or how to write 
poetry—and Japanese literature ro- 
minds me very strongly of the verses I 
used to write according to the instruc- 
tions of this teacher. 

But like all limited people, the Jap- 
anese can be easily trained in certain 
directions, and it seems to me that 
the foundation of their training is the 
systematic execution of whatever they 
may be doing. System and precision 
accord with their chief national char- 
acteristic—the power of imitation. 
These two forces combined, and guided 
by first-class foreign teachers in the 
science of war, give them exactly what 
is sorely lacking on the Russian side, 
where disorganization and the absence 
of system evidently prevail. The Jap- 
anese have won, so far, not because 


they are talented or superior, but be- 


cause the Russians are unprepared and 
suffer through lack of unity of action 
and management. Another cause, just 
as important, and one which I sus- 
pected all along, was made plain to me 
by an educated Japanese, whom I met 
a few months ago on a railroad train, 
and who did not know I was a Russian. 
When I expressed my surprise at the 
heavy sacrifices of life under the walls 
of Port Arthur, sacrifices which no 
white general would dare to make, he 
said: “We have too many people in 
Japan. A few tens of thousands more 
or less do not matter—it is even useful 
to us. Our geographical advantages 
are such, that we can replace «he 
killed ten times easier and quicker than 
the Russians can. Our constant supe- 
riority in numbers is assured. We do 
not care about our losses in life, pro- 
vided we gain our point.” And that 
awful, purely oriental reasoning was 
accompanied by such a cold-blooded 
look and shrug of the shoulders that I 
shuddered for the poor Russian army. 

Taking the above into consideration, 
I claim that Japanese victories do not 
prove their superiority, but only reveal 
to the world the extent of the demorali- 
zation of Russia through autocracy, as 
the Franco-Prussian War of 1870-1871 
did not prove the superiority of Ger- 
many over France, but only the long 
debasing influences of Bonapartism 
over unfortunate France. In both cases 
the victories proved conclusively the 
weakness of the governmental struc- 
ture of the beaten side--not the in- 
trinsic strength of the victors. 

I must add, that an extensive study 
of the political and commercial situa- 
tion in the Far East convinces me that 
a Japanese final victory in this war 
Will prove most disastrous to Ameri- 
can interests. I do not believe for a 
moment in the repeated Japanese dec- 
laration that this war is being waged 


by her in the interest of civilization 
and open doors into the Orient. I take 
these declarations to be purely polit- 


ical blinds for foreign consumption by 


a cunning, tricky oriental pation. Ja- 
pan simply means to become the fac- 
tory of the Orient—she knows her own 
imitative powers; she knows the work- 
ing capacity of her 45,000,000 of hun- 
gry people; she knows the impossibil- 
ity of a white race competing with her 
in cheapness of manufacturing pro- 
ductiveness—and, if victorious and 
mistress of the fur eastern seas, she 
will shut herself, China and other ad- 
jacent eastern countries off from any 
foreign manufactured imports—not by 
laws and tariffs, but by sheer force of 
conditions and circumstances. The 
latest official Washington reports of 
our trade with the Far East show al- 

y an alarming decrease of manu- 
factured imports into the Orient, while 
raw material imports show an increase. 
I believe it is only the beginning of 
the contemplated commercial revolu- 
tion in that direction. It will take 
Japan but a very few years to accom- 
plish it—we will find it out too late, I 
am afraid, and the only rem left to 


us will be war in those very east- | 


ern waters.

RANK OUTSIDER COMES THROUGH 
WITH LOW BID.

Red Hot Controversy Before Coun- 
cil Supply Committee Over Rations 
for City Jail—Political Brick Makers 
Assume a New Role—When Col- 
ored Supplement Was Off Color. 


The political brick makers appeared 
before the Council Supply Committee 
yesterday morhing in @ new role. 

Tiring of the attempt to mak. bricks 
without clay, they have formed a lit- 
tle colored supplement to the beef trust. 

R. H. Jeffries, brother of the politi- 
cal printer and brick maker, had made 
a bid for supplying beef and mutton to 
the guests of the city’s free boarding- 
house for the next year. Will Jeffries 
pleaded his brother’s cause before the 
Supply Committee in the open. He was 
Supported by “Quakie"” Youngworth 
and Postmaster Mott Flint, both of 
Whom were perniciously active in the 
corridors before the committee met. 

Brother Bob' bid was pronounced to 
be perfectly lar; the accompany- 
“Ing certified check was properly in- 
dorsed; the sampies of beef and mut- 
ton served at a private dinner to Coun- 
men a couple of days ago were 
above reproach—but Brother Bob had 
im some unaccountable manner failed 
to make the lowest bid. 

Tt is this little discrepancy that the 
political coterie labored ss" ‘valiantly to 
expiain away. 

Opposed to this e edition 
of the beef trust was A. Grieve, an 
Bast Main-street butcher, 
backed by his Attorney R. 
member of the Supply Committee of 
the former Council, by the Maier Pack- 
ing Company, pfesumably—and by the 
low bid.

NEW AERIAL TRUCK. 
FIRE BOARD MISCELLANY. 

Adopting a recommendation from 
Ciief Lips, the Fire Board yesterday 
passed a resolution asking the Council 
t purchase an 85-foot aerial ladder 
truck for use in the fire department. 

The Fire Chief reported that the 
large aerial truck now in use by the 
Gepartment is not suitable for emer- 
gency use in the business district. 

Chief Lips explained to the commis- 
siovers that the raising device on the 
old truck is slow and heavy, requiring 
at least eight men to operate it. The 
ladders are of the old, straight frame. 
pattern and not safe for men to work 
on in their present condition and do 
not poesess nearly the strength of a 
trussed ladder, according tö the Chief's 
report. 

The commissioners estimate that the 
new trussed frame aerial ladder w!! 
fost at least $5600. Commissioner Wren 
raised the question of finances, but this 
Was satisfactorially settled when Chief 
Lips explained that it wtll require at 
ent four months to get the truck here 
after the contract is let and the money 
will come out of the appropriation for 
the next fiecal year. .

| GETTING READY FOR BIG FIGHT 


OVER USE OF ROAD OIL. 


— — — 


Dustless Company Will Have Enor- 
mous Claims if it Wins This Liti- 
gation, but Allied Municipalities 
Have Been att and are Confident 
of Success. 


A month from now the legal contest 
will take place in.court to determine 
whether the State of California san 
pay royalties for using oil on roads. 
Not only are future royalties involved, 
but royalties which have been refused 
to date and will become recoverable if 
the California Dustiess Roads Company 
wins the ght. 

And the amount “now due” is no 
small sum. It means that the allied 
municipalities, banded together to con- 
test the claims of the California Dust- 
less Roads Company, would be com- 


pelled to pay anywhere from $3,000,000 


to $4,000,000. The fact is, however, that 
neither the Supervisors of this county, 
who have been most active in this fight, 
nor any of the municipafities, are much 
disturbed at the possibility of having 
to pay large arrears of royalty. But 
before this equanimity of mind was 
reached a large amount of expensive 
investigation had to be done. 

In order that it might be done effec- 
tively, and as many boards of super- 
visors and municipalities have direct 


concern in the result, an organization 


was perfected to share the expense. Los 
Angeles county has taken the lead; but 
Los Angeles city, though also deeply 
interested in the outcome, has refused 
to contribute a cent to carrying on the 
fight. The apparent destre of the Dust- 
less Roads Company has been Ww re- 
cover a judgment against some munici- 
pality that has supinely laid back, and 
then on the strength of that judgment 
secure injunctions against other users 
of oll for road purposes, 
THE PENDING SUITS. 

At the present time the suits pend- | 
ing are those of the California Dustless 
Roads Company against Oakley et al, 
private contractors; one suit against 
the City of Long Beach, and one suit 
against the City of Redlands. In this 
last-named action a demurrer to the 
cosmplaint was overruled and it was 
stipulated that it should be understood 
that this ruling should apply in all the 
other cases. 

Now, however, the Oakley suit is to 
be tried first, in which Hutton and 
Williams are special counsel for the de- 
fense, with whom is associated District 
Attorney Fredericks as representing 


this county, where the issues involved. 


are very large. In a certain measure 
the several suits are combined, in that 
all the depositions are to be taken as 
applying in each suit. 

There are two points to be raised by 
the several defendants which ar? of 


general interest, apart from the tech- 


nicalities involved, and these are: 

The claim that there was a prior use 
of oil for road purposes long before the 
issuance of the Mattern patent, under 
which the California Dustiess Roads 
Company claims royalties and which 
bears date of December 56, 1896, and, 
second, that the Mattern idea was by 
no means new or novel, and was not a 
patentable idea under the law as de- 
fined in the revised statutes of the 
United States. 


CARDS UP BOTH SLEEVES. 
Quite recently District Attorney 
Fredericks returned from a trip East, 


‘undertaken for the purpose of complet- 


ing a chain of evidence that had been 
forged here ang that had been wrought 
out of facts and circumstances which 
indicated conclusively that oil had been 
in use for road improvement long years 
before 1896. But Mr. Fredericks did 
not imagine when he started Fast that 
he was going to meet with the success 
that awaited his efforts.

NEW COURT CONVENES. 
MEET ON TUESDAY. 

The judges of the newly-created Ap- 
pellate District courts will meet as a 
whole next Tuesday at San Francisco, 
in the courtrooms of the Supreme Court 
of the State, and the nine judges will 
then formulate rules to be observed in 
the conduct of business in the district 
courts. This will take some time, but 
it is anticipated that each of the Dis- 
trict courts will open for the transac- 
tion of business about April 27. 

In addition to the formulating of 
rules, however, the appointment of the 
minor officers of the three ceurts will 
be practically decided upon. For the 
clerkship of the court in the southern 
district W. H. Srearer is generally re- 
garded as the fortunate candidate. As 
clerk in Judge Allen's court he. will 
have the support of the judge under 
whom he has served, and in that event 
it is accepted as a foregone conclusion

pellate bench will yield the first ap- 
pointment to the local member. Then 
the other two appointments of bailiff 
and stenographer will fali to the other 
two judges.

HOLDS HOOK. 


YOUNG AUTOMOBILIST is BOUND 
OVER FOR TRIAL. 


— 


His Counsel Maintains That There 
Was No Criminal Negligence on His 
Part and No Crime Was Com- 
mitted—Court Rules That 
Was Excessive. 


Barbee S. Hook, whose automobile 
killed Miss Birtwistle, must stand trial 
in the Superior Court on the charge of 
invclumtary mans laughter. 

At the close of the preliminary exam- 
ination yesterday, 
bound him over under $5000 bonds. 

There were but few people in court 
to witness the closing scenes; among 
therfew were four girl friends of the 
defendant. 

Justice Chambers made a long state- 
ment setting forth the grounds of his 
decision. He said that the speed et the 
automobile and the conditions under 
which it was run were to be taken into 
consideration. Although he admitted 
the conflict of testimony as to speed, 
the court placed reliance upon the tes- 
timeny of Mr. Curl, who noted how far 
the automobile had traveled while he 
was walking a certain distance, and 
thus estimated the speed at twenty-six 
and a half miles an hour. 

Said the court: There is a question 
in my mind whether there was due care 
shewn by the defendant in driving his 
machine so close to the car, but there 
is nu question that there was a lack of 
caution in doing so at so great a speed. 
I think the defendant was guilty of 


criminal negligence, and I will hold 
him for trial before the Superior 
Court.“ 


Deputy District Attorney McComas 
argued that the distance that the girl's 
body was hurled showed the speed to 
be excessive; he also contended that 
Hook showed negligence in driving his 
auto partly on the car track when the 
street was 100 feet wide at that point. 

William J. Hunsaker, counsel for Mr. 
Hook, contended that the evidence was 
whelly insufficient to warrant the hold- 
ing of the defendant to anewer by the 
.magistrate. He argued that no person 
is responsible for a crime unless the 
evidence shows that the act was know- 
ingly done or was the result of crim- 
inal negligence; that while slight neg- 
ligence in some cases, and in others or- 
dinury negligence would give to the 
person injured a right to a civil rem- 
edy. proof of such negligence was ut- 
terly inadequate to establish responsi- 
bilitw criminally. Numerous authori- 
ties were cited sustaining these conten- 
tions. 

Mr. Hunsaker reviewed the testimony 
of the several witnesses called by the 
prosecution, who testified as to the 
rate of speed at which, in thetr-jude- 
ment, the automobile was being pro- 
pelled at the time of the collistonm>~He 
claimed that such testimony was unre- 
liable, uncertain, and that these wit- 
nesses differed widely in their esti- 
mates, varying from twenty to forty 
miles an hour. Counsel also claimed 


thet the measurements made ahd the 


facts testified to by the witnesses for 
the prosecution, when carefully exam- 
ined. showed that the automobile was 
not running at a greater speed than 
twenty miles an hour, which was the 
rate of speed at which Motorman Van 
Horn, one of the witnesses for the peo- 
ple, testified street cars were allowed 
to and did run on Daene, wenne

President’s Guide to Have Charge 
of Ridding Park of Mountain Lion 
Pest, Which is Destroying Game. 
Stlockmen Lose Heavily: 


ENVER, April 12.—Mountain lions 
have increased so rapidly in Yel- 
lowstone Park of late that the; 
threaten the ext,nction of, the deer, 
elk and other wild animals that live 
in this great national game preserve. 
So numerous have the cougars become 
that the government, through the 
President's recommendation, has given 
John and Homer Goff, celebrated guidc<« 
and hunters of Meeker, Colo, a con- 
tract to clear then out of Yellowstone. 
John Goff is the guide who won fame 
by taking Mr. Roosevelt on his suc- 
ceasful cougar-hunting trip in Colorado. 
and who was engaged to guide the 
President on his Colorado trip this 
Spring. Goff and his brother will 
several assistants, ail worthy lion hunt- 
ers, and, with his great pack of dogs, 
will make a thorough business of rid 


| ding the park of its pest. 


Hunting the lions of Yellowstone 
Park will, it is es*imated, take several 


mand for lion hunters in Colorado, 
Wyoming and other cattle States, 
where stock men are suffering great 
losses from these predatory animals. 
Cougars are said to be on the Increase 
ia the Rochy Mountains, and umess 
something ig done to stop their rey- 
ages they will not only make way wiih 
much of the wild game, but will in- 
let incalculable damage on the live- 
stock industry. At this year’s session 
of the Arizona Legislature, stock mea 
asked that the buunty on mountain 
Hons be inereased from $10 to $20 
apiece. It was shown that the loss of 
young calves, owing to attacks by lions, 
has been from 13 to 18 per cent. during 
the last year. 8o many colts have 
Deen killed that the business of horse 
raising suffered immensely. Stockmen 
say the bounty should be $60 for f 

males and $35 for males. This would 
encourage men to go into the business 
of lion hunting, which at present 4s 
both perilous and expensive. 


nr WHOLESALE SYSTEM. 
Owing to the enormous number of 


mountain lions in Yellowstone Park, 
the government will not have to pay a 
large bounty to the Goffa. They will 
receive $% on each mountain lion they 
kill in addition to a salary of $75 a 
month each for their work. Most of 
the work will be done between spring 
and fall, for the winters are very 8 
vere tn Yellowstone Park, the climate 
conditions. being @imost Arctic owtag 
to the molature generated by many gey- 
seers. The work will be done systemat- 
ically and there is no one else in the 
country equipped to carry on the busi- 
ness of exterminati cougars in such 
wholesale fashion. e Goffs have the 
largest and finest pack of cougar 
Phounds in the world. A good one couts 
$35 to $100 as a puppy. but this is a 
mere bagatelie in comparison with tha 
work of training the hounds to trail 
and tree cougars and close with them 
when they have been brought to the 
around desperately wounded. After 
months of training a dog may develop 
a “yellow streak’ and :rove utterly 
worthiesa. 

Owing to the great expense and labor 
necessary in securing a well-trained 
pack of cougar hownds, here are few 
professional hunters of mountain lions 
in the country. Without dogs it is ca 
almost hopeless task. Sometimes they 
can be trapped, but they &@re very 
wary and possesse] of such Snhormous 
strength that in many cases they can 
make way with tne traps after they 
have been caught. Occasionally a cow- 
hoy shoots e lion found eating the Har- 
cass of a colt or calf which it bas 
killed, but these are rare instances; 
and usually the lion makes its kill and 
gets successfully away. Most of the 
calves killed by the lions are under six 
months old. If the beasts would co itent 
themselves with culing the carcasses 
of the animals they kill, the loss to 
stock men would not be so heavy, but 
they develop a taste which is fainy 
epicurean and will have nothi but 
the blood of calves. Frequeritly a 
Stock man finds on the range, close 
tewether, the carcasses of three 
or four calves, all killed by 
the same animal. An .Arizona 
stock man recently reported that 
a lion was traced to his lair and killed. 
Seattered about the place were the 
bodies of eleven calves, all killed within 
a short time. 

For some reason the lion prefers the 
flesh of a colt to that of any other ant. 
mal, and therefore has become the 
terror of, horse raisers In the Rocky 
Mountain States. It is estimated that 
as a result of the ravages of mountain 
lions in the last year, not fifty colts 

re left alive on the ranges between 

oentx and Prescott.

There is a sharp struggle, but 
the lion's sweeping claws and gnash- 
ing teeth are of little avail, for one of 
the trained dogs quickiy has him by 
the throat and others sene him by 
the back of the neck or the spine and 
end his existence. Sometimes, if the 
lion is unusually large, he proves too 
much for the dogs. Then the hunter is 
supposed to rush in and finish him wits 
a knife. It takes an experienced hand 
to administer the finishing stroke in 
this way: Mr. Roosevelt earned the 
admiration of John Goff on his first 
Colorado 8 by killing several liens 
in this fashion.

When “Calle Prima- 
vera” was changed to Spring street, it 
was doubtless more convenient for 
rapid pronunciation, but certainly not 
nearly so picturesque. Anyhow, there 
should be a protest against the whole- 
sale changing of melodious Spanish 
names, that are intimately associated 
with the old Los Angeles that is so 
rapidly disappearing. If the old adobes 
must vanish, leave us at least the oll 
names, to remind us of the days when 
gringos were few and far between. Of 
all the street names, San Pedro should 


old Los Angeles with the embarca- 
dero, when the only connection with 
the outside world was by means of hide 
droghers, that came around the Morn 
semi-annually, and it new connects 
Los Angeles with the faee harbor of 
San Pedro, that will soon be filled 
with shipping from all over the world.

Paving the Streets. 
S. G. Marschutz sends the following 
communication, suggesting a plan for 
encouraging the paving of all the close- 
in streets. The suggestion is worthy of 
careful consideration. The condition of 
the streets of Los Angeles is often 
commented upon unfavorably by those 
who come hither in search of health 
or pleasure. A city that lays claim 
to being a great health and pleasure 
resort for the world has greater re- 
sponsibilities in the way of municipal 
beauty than a city which is merely a 
center of commerce. Mr. Marschutz 
writes: 
“I have now had quite a little per- 
sonal experience in the solicitation of 
signatures for this purpose, and my ex- 
perience proves to me that many, many 
property owners are only awaiting the 
call from some source to codperate 
with pleasure in the paving of their 
Streets. I was one of the three who 
were instrumental in bringing about 
the paving of Pico street, and we have 


now started petitions for the paving of 


Fiower and Hope streets. My expe- 
rienge gained thereby proves to me the 
fact that if a concerted effort would 
be made by the authorities here, many 
streets could de paved with the con- 
sent of the property owners. a 
“I. think the first step in this direc- 
tion should be the paving of all the 
Streets bounded by First, Main, Pico 
and Figueroa streets, 
cross streets. This would give: us a 
magnificently paved district to begin 
with. A number & streets in this dis- 
trict are already paved: however, many 
of these streets are still unpaved, and 
dome are in a miserable condition, 
causing the city continuous expenses 


use. After this portion of our streets 
is paved or after the proceedings are 
under way, another district east. of 
Main or elsewhere could be decided 
upon, thus generally extending the ter- 
ritory of paved streets and improving 
2 el Same in a comparatively short pe- 


“I would suggest, therefore, to urge 
upon the proper authorities, the City 
Council, and to recommend the engage- 
ment of special men for the purpose 
of calling personally upon the prop- 
erty owners of certain streets, to se- 
eure their cobperation and signatures 
on petitions to the City Council re- 
questing the paving of certain streets. 
The expenses of these men could be 
charged* pro rata to the frontage to be 
paved, which would be but a trifle per 
front foot, inasmuch as it is an easy 
matter to ascertain how much time 
these men have spent in securing the 
majority of signatures on a certain 
street. As the law provides that only 
a majority of a frontage can request 
the paving of a street. it would cer- 
tainly be cheapest in the end to pro- 
ceed on the safest side, which is to 
secure a majority of signatures before 
the Council undertakes any proceed- 
ings, for otherwise much time, labor 
and money could be wasted.

Wagner's treatment of the Grail 
legends is quite comparable with his 
treatment of the “Nibelung” legends. 
From the vast detailed picture of the 
Nibelungenlied“ and the Norse Exidas, 
he abstracted the comparatively broad, 
simple outlines of his “Nibelunc” 
dramas. In the same way, from the 
bewildering complexities of the Grail 
legends and the stories of Arthur, he 
drew the material of Parsifal.“ If 
both cases he not only wrought a 
closely knit and logical dramatic struce 
ture, in which he delineated the work 
ings of elemental forces in human 
nature, but made them the vehicle 
of a philosophy of life and of a pro- 
found ethical teaching. In “Parsifal” 
he has united and condensed somes 
of the most significant features of the 
Grail stories, not hesitating to changes, 
to select and eliminate, to rearrang® 
and to shift the perspective and reis

Holland a Tempting Bait.

The Russian annexations of Polish, 
Danish and Hanoverian territory might 
long since have been completed be the 
gobbling up of little Holland h not 
the jealousy of the other powers and 
the sturdy independence of the Dutch 
themselves intervened. Even now their 
count is open to assault, for while 
the integrity of Belgium is under inter- 
national guarantee Holland enjoys no 
such protection. But, of course, Ger- 


A Dutch-German Party. 

But it has to be remembered that 
there is an influential German party 
in Holland, as well as an ultra-patriotic 
Dutch party. The latter clings to the 
national life as it is, even though— 
perhaps because—industrial progress 
may not be going on at the same fever- 
ish rate as in other lands. The vast 
Dutch colonies are being but sleepily 
developed. Yet all true Hollanders are 
mightily proud of them, and many 
would rather die than see any other 
flag wave over them than their own. 
However, on the other side there are 
loyal Dutchmen who see for the coun- 
try a mightier and nobler destiny were 
it to throw in its lot with its big Ger- 
man brother. Then indeed the r- 
man-Dutch dominions would form an 
Empire second to none in the world. 
It is in these doctrines, sedulously nur- 
tured b ee that the politic 


Were Germany and Holland amicably 
to coalesce, would the other powers 
fight to prevent the combination? The 
fate of Poland and of German Den- 
mark, both coerced into union with 
Germany; points to a negative answer. 
France is the only nation that would 
feel herself absolutely overwhelmed by 
such a combination. Germany's ulti- 
mate naval gain by securing Holland 
and its over-sea dominions would be 
enormous, and the strengthening of her 
position on land would also be very ma- 
terial. So France would be the one 
power likely to attempt at any cost to 
checkmate German plans of ascendancy 
over Holland. 

The Moroccan Incident. 


Thus this line of argument reaches 
the point that the Moroccan claims ad- 
vanced by the Kalser are only intended 
to be relinquished later on as compen- 
sation to France when the Dutch ques- 
tion reaches maturity. These diplo- 
matic speculations are of fascinating 
interest. They may deal only with 
dreams, yet we see, as at Tangier, how 
an occasional balloon may be sent up 
just to test how far the world would 
tolerate any serious attempt to effect 
their realization. In this case the Ger- 
man effort has undoubtedly failed. Not

less from the sea's horizon, to be 
round. as a lozenge, though of course 
ignorant of its roundness as a sphere; 
the lower half of the circle shaded, to 
typify night, the upper half clear, in 
token of day, with the sun (the curved 
and broken arrow) passing over the 
day: (again hold the figure as a dia- 
mond, and the course of the curved ar- 
row may suggest the rise of the sun 
from the abyss and its arched flight 
into the abyss;) finally, the four 
straight arrows, emblemizing the four 
winds of the universe, blowing in upon 
the central earth.

REMINISCENCES OF THE MOST TRAGIC EVENT IN THE Hs 
TORY OF THE UNITED STATES. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] ) 


ASHINGTON, April 5.—At 
the beginning of the Civil 
War the name of Gen. P. G. T. 


Beauregard was upon the lips of all 


men, North and South, and the great 
deeds which he would accomplish were 
blagzoned on the pages of every news- 
paper. At the close of that internecine 
conflict, the name of John Wilkes 
Booth filled the measure of infamy 
commensurate with the former fame 
of Beauregard, the Confederate organ- 
izer. 

Great men and great events pass be- 
fore us so rapidly in kaleidoscopic re- 
view, like the moving pictures of a 
kinetoscope, that men of modern times 
must read rapidly, think quickly, and 
act with celcrity in order to keep pace 


with the acts and scenes in the drama 


of human life. j 

There was a cannon shot fired from 
Fort Moultrie (at Fort Sumter) in the 
early days of 1861 which changed tae 
destinies of this republic. It rever- 
berated throughout the world. The 
men and women who re heads of 
families then have n all gone to 
that bourne whence no traveler e’er 
returns. All readers of history know 
of it, but there was another can un- 
shot fired from a baticry beneath a 
Palmetto flag, some weeks earlier, of 
which few people have heard or read. 
It was fired at a vessel called the Star 
of the West, as it was bringing sup- 
plies to Fort Sumter in Charleston 
harbor. That shot did not precipitate 
civil war, for there were commission- 
ers and committees selected and ap- 
pointed afterward to avert a war be- 
tween the States. But the shot which 
was fired ai the flag waving over Fort 
Sumter caused an internecine strug- 
le of four years’ duration. 

The men and women born between 
the years 1861 and 1865 have no per- 
sonal recollections of the tragic daily 
occurrences of those years. Today 
they are the leaders and managers in 
the forefront of affairs. They read of 
the Civil War as they read of the 
Mexican War, the War of 1812, and the 
War of the Revolution; wars in which 
they took no part directly or indi- 
directly. True, there were boys and 
young men then, who are fathers and 
grandfathers now, who tell to families 
and friends incidents cof those days, 
thereby making more vivid their read- 
ing of history. But the stalwart men 
of today, and the mothers of the rising 
generation. have no personal know- 
ledge of those events. The writer is 
one of the mere boys of 61 who hes 
personal recollections of the trials and 
triumphs of those days. i 

The people of the North and of the 
South eagerly bought the (ally papers, 
not merely to see which side had won 
the battle, but to see whether “our 
John or “our Jim” cr others of our 
fainilies had fallen beneath the leaden 
and iron hall which the contending 


forces were hurling against each other. 
We suffered not only the joys of vic- 
‘tory or the sorrows of defeat, but in 
every home and at every hearthstone 
there was a father, a mother, a 
brother or a sister reading of loved 
ones who were “dying tonight on the 
old camp-ground,” far from the reach 
of loving hands, ~ rithing hearts and 
loving lips. 

Yes, the shot which rang out from 
Moultrie rang around the world and 
convulsed the nation. It was followed 
by volleys innumerable for four long 
years, until the end came; the end 
welcomed by both North and South. 
Welcomed by the North becauece of the 
msured permanence of the Federal 


Union; welcomed by the South be- 


cause it was the conclusion of priva- » 


tion, suffering and disaster. Today the 
‘survivors of the contending ar nies 
and their children all-rejoice that the 
end was as it was. 

But the shot above all others which 
outrivaled in tragedy all other events, 
was the shot from the pistol of an as- 
sassin which rang out in “Ford's 
theater and reverberated throughout 
the world: the shot which, in a mo- 
ment, in the twinkling of an eye, took 
from the Republic its glorious Presi- 
dent (on April 14, 1865) and took from 
the unfortunate South the one Ute 
which might have been able to spare 
it all of the years of misery which fol- 
lowed, because of mistaken zeal and 
partisan folly. It was the shot fired 
by John Wilkes Booth, and which 
caused the death of Abraham Lincoln. 

After escaping from the theater and 
after escaping from the city, Booth, 
the assassin, was closely followed un- 
til he was surrounded in a barn in 
Maryland and killed by a bullet from 
the rifle of Boston Corbett: a shot 
which was fired without orders, and 
against the order of the commanding 
officer. The body of the assassin was 
brought to Washington and buried 
here. Nevertheless there have been 
many stories promulgated alleging 
that he escaped justice. One of these 
fables was to the effect that many 
years afterwards he was a preacher in 
Monumental Church at Richmond, Va. 

The houses in which the assassina- 
tion was planned, and in which Lin- 
coln died, are all still standing in 
Washington. assassination was 
Planned in a boarding house kept by 
Mrs. Surratt, who was hanged with the 
captured conspirators. Concerning the 
guilt of Mrs. Surratt the writer has al- 
ways entertained doubts. Neverthe- 
less, public indignation was so high, 
and every mind was so inflamed with a 
desire for omplete vengeance. that the 
woman suffered with those who were 
certainly guilty. Father Walter, of St. 
Patrick's Catholic Church, received the 
confession of Mra. Surratt before her 
death. 48 @ priest he decined to give 
evidence concerning her confession. 
Nevertheless, as a man, he always ex- 
pressed his belief in her innocence, 
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Knowing Father Walter very well, and 
having heard him personally express 
his belief in her innoce=ce, the writer 
has always inclined to that belief. 

“Many of the stories about John 
Wilkes Booth are very absurd,” says 
Louis Dietrich, an old Washingtonian. 
“I have heard people throughout the 
country say that Booth was never 
killed or captured and that the body 
which was brought to Washington was 
a dummy. I have seen such state- 
ments in the papers, as though the 
writers believed the nonsense about 
which they wrote. But I can tell you 
that I was one of the very few who ac- 
tually did see and touch the dead body 
of the murderer of Abraham 

“I knew Mr. Lincoln very well and 
I knew the crazy man who slew bim. 
Booth was better known to the 
of Washington than Lincoln. Of 
course, the President was seen at dif- 
ferent times, on great occasions, and 
his pictures were everywhere. But he 
was not often personally seen by the 
people. John Wilkes Booth was a 
character well-known to Washington. 
He was almost as eccentric as his ec- 
centric father, who was in many re- 
spects a crazy man. a 

“The elder Booth was a man who 
would go to a saloon and pawn his 
body for liquor, and the theatrical 
managers would have to hunt him up 
at the saloons and pay the money 
which he owed in order to get him on 
the stage. He became excited 
when he was playing ‘Richard III.“ and 
tried to kill the man who played Rich- 
mond. He chased him off the stage 
and all over the theater until he was 
himself captured by a policeman and 
disarmed. j 

“His son, John Wilkes, was a man 
of uneven mind. He drank to excess 
and did many eccentric things. He 
was a great pedestrian. He was con- 
stamtly taking long walks. Everybody 
in the city knew him by sight. 

“When his body was brought here 
on a gunboat I wanted to see him; but 
it was almost Impossible to get a 
chance. I thought of all the schemes 
to get on board, and at last I went to 
my friend Dr. Todd. He said: ‘We 
are to make a post-mortem examina- 
tion tomorrow in the afternoon. You 
come to the boat and tell the guards 
that you have a message for me. I 
will be on board and tell them to send 
you to me, as I am expecting you.’ 1 
did so and was admitted. 

“Just before the post-mortem exam- 
ination Dr. Todd lifted the big tar- 
pulin that was laid over the body on 
the upper deck, and showed me the 
face of the dead man. it was calm 
and peaceful as a baby’s, and it was 
John Wilkes Booth. It is all non- 

mse to say that he was not there.. I 

» him and touched his head. It 
was cold and dead and it was Booth. 
I know what I know, and I saw Booth 
lying there. The gunboat was an- 
chored between the arsenal and the 
navy yard, but nearer the yard than 
the arsenal. 

“Among other absurd stories told 
about Booth was one to the effect that 
his body had been sunk in the eastern 
branch of the Potomac, at midnight. 
and that no one knew where it was. 
That was false as everything else they 
told. His body was buried in the old 
penitentiary ground, where the arsenal 
now is, together with those of the 
other conspirators, Harold, Payne, 
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Mrs. Surratt, and Atserodt. There. 
the body laid for ten years, until it 
was finally disinterred and carried to 
Baltimore and buried beside that of his 
father in the family burying ground.” 

Senator Stewart of Nevada recently 
said to the writer: “I received the 
last bit of writing penned by the hand 
of Abraham Lincoln two hours before 
bis assassination; but I did not pre- 
serve it. I believe also that I was the 
last Senator or man in public life with 
whom Abraham Lincoln ever con- 
versed. 

“Judge Niles Searles of California. 
returning home from New York, 
stopped in Washington to see me on 
business and expressed a desire to see 
President Lincoln before going back 
to the Pacific Coast; and he was 
anxious to get away that night. So 
about half-past seven o'clock I took 
him to the White House and sent up 
my card with the name of my friend 
pencilied upon it and the card was re- 


turned very quickly with the word 
. ‘over’ written at the bottom of it. I 
turned over the card and found these 
words: ‘Dear Senator: You must ex- 
cuse me. Bring your friend in the 
morning. Am hurrying off to theater 
with my wife. A. Lincoln.’ 

“We went down stairs, stood on the 
large portico discussing the advisabil- 
ity of the Judge’s return by train that 
night to California, which he seemed 
determined to do, while I urged him 
to remain until the morning train, 
because I was anxious for him to meet 
Lincoln and describe him to the people 
on the Pacific Coast. We had not been 
there three minutes when President 
Lincoln came out of the door, while at 
the same instant a closed carriage 


‘| drove up to the steps. President Lin- 


coln laughed very heartily as I greeted 
him and iritroduced my friend, telling 
him that that was all I desired to do, 
and he said: ‘I am so occupied with 
public affairs that I never have time 
to take a rest, and of course never 
think of taking a. vacation. My wife 
is taking me to the theater tonight to 
hear a funny play, and she has con- 
vinced me that a few hearty laughs 
at the antics of those people will do 
me some good, so I am going.’ Then, 
turning to Judge Searles, he said: 
Tou can tell your people that you 
and Senator Stewart, like a couple of 
Apaches, waylaid me, and that you 
not only had an introduction to Abe 
Lincoln, but better still, to his wife 


“With that President Lincoln and 
his wife entered the carriage and 
drove away. I am very sure, as I said 
before, that I was the last man in 
public life with whom he conversed, 
and I am also sure that that card was 
the last bit of writing ever penned by 
him. I carelessly tore it into pieces 
as Judge Searles and I walked from 
the White House to Pennay! la ave- 
nue. He left on the nine o'clock train 
and I called upon Senator Sumner, of 
Massachusetts. A little before ten 
o'clock word came that Lincoln had 
been shot, so Sumner and I walked 
down to Tenth street as rapidly as we 
could go. There were no street cars in 
those days and carriages were not eas- 
ily available. When we reached the 
house to which the dying President 
had been taken, across the street from 
the theater, there was a great crowd, 
and we were informed that visitors 


were not desired. They would admit 
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Senators, but I did not enter. SGena- 
tor Summer went into the house and 
remained with Lincoln until he died. 
I went down town and spent the night 
in making speeches to the le at 
various places along Pennsylvania 
avenue. 

“There were upward of 30,000 pa- 
roled confederate soldiers in Wash- 
ington and vicinity, all of them wear- 
ing their tattered uniforms and ex- 
cited people wanted to form mobs to 
kill them. I, in common with other 
public men, went about telling the peo- 
ple that if Lincoln were able he 
would counsel peace and urge them 
to be law-abiding under the circum 
stances. 

“I believe I was instrumental in 
saving * life of the Secretary of War. 


Secretary Seward, and apprehending 
widespread conspiracy, I called on the 


informed me the Secretary was in and 
in health. I told the servant that a 
man had rung the bell ahead of me 
and run away, and that was reported 
to the Secretary of War, who be 
Heved with me that an assassin was 
after him when I came up. A file of 
soldiers came to the residence of the 
Secretary, so I did not remain long 
with him. 


“As I said before, I remained awake 
all night, and about seven o'clock the 
following morning Senator Foote, of 
Vermont, called me to a closed car- 


together to the Kirkwood Hotel on the 
corner of Twelfth and Pennsylvania 
avenue, where Vice-President Andrew 
Johnson lived. We awakened him, 
and informed him of the death of 
President Lincoln. The oath of office 
was then administered, which made 
him President of the United States, as 
the successor of the lamented

Wednesday, President Diaz ordered 
the closing of the mints at Cullacan.

Besides, arbitration settles 
nothing with the unionists,- unless ev- 
ery demand is conceded, and some- 
times not even then. There is no wis- 
dom in treating with the unionists on 
any basis; this is the lesson of history; 
there ise said to be honor among 
thieves, but there is none among union 
thugs, and none should look for it, if 
he knows their character. An ar- 
rangement of any kind with belligerent 
unionists means a better grip for them, 
and a step toward the ultimate undoing 
of the employer. An agreement is 
merely a pause in further demands, 
an advance toward control of the busi- 
ness and absorption of its resources. 
The garment workers are fighting, not 
so much for more money, as a monop- 
oly in labor; that secured, the higher 
wages will follow—and the rest, in 
time. 

The present strike, with its sympa- 


thetic accompaniment, is the beginning 
of a deliberate plan to force the closed 
shop for the garment workers, and 
Montgomery Ward & Co. are in the 


, position to make it a success or a fail- 


ure, 

The sympathetic strike occurred on 
April 7, when 200 teamsters employed 
by the mail-order firm of Montgomery 
Ward & Co. walked out to aid the gar- 
ment workers who have been on strike 
for four months. There are twenty- 
eight employing clothing makers in 


Chicago, and it is reported to be the | 
purpose to extend the teameters’ strike 
gradually until it includes ali the twen- 
ty-eight firms. The strike, it is said, 
may not stop even there, but may in- 
volve many other branches of the 
teaming industry. Business Agent J. 
B. Barry of the Express Drivers’ Union 
declared a few days ago that he would 
order a strike of all express drivers, 
and the Association of General Agents 
and Express Companies entering CM- 
cago is reported to be holding non- 
union men in readiness for such an 


emergency. So here we have the indi- | 


cations of a very important and far- 
reaching movement. But Montgomery 
Ward & Co. may hold the key to the 
situation. 

One of the events of the past week 
of more then ordinary interest was the 
organization at Kansas City of the Em- 
ploying Printers’ Association of the 
Southwest. It took place at a special 
meeting called by the Typothetae of

EOPLE throughout the State will 
feel surprised and indignant when 
they read ‘the verdict of the 

Coroner’s jury and learn that the ex- 

plosion in the Leiter mine at Zeigler, 

II., was in all probability the work 

of the striking miners or their agents. 

There are o many ways for powder 
and dynamite to be set off without hu- 
man agency that in cases like this cer- 
tainty is unattainable. It is only 
known that the mine was absolutely 
free from explosive gases, and that no 
possible cause for the explosion of the 
powder and miserite has been discov- 
ered, unless the miscreants who have 
been besieging the place for a year 
past were responsible for it. 

When the dynamite horror was per- 
petrated at Independence the Colo- 
rado strikers there was a univer- 
gal condemnation of the crime 
throughout the country that it seemed 


unlikely that it would ever be repeat-

ed, but the only reason it wes not 
equaled or surpassed at Zeigler was 
that there happened to be only fifty 
men at work in the mine. In point of 
criminality and diabolism one act was 
as bad as the other. 

In both cases scores of hard-working 
men were slaughtered by men of their 
own class because they exercised the 
right of selling their own labor to 
whom and for what they pleased.

CHICAGO TEACHERS’ POWER. 

The influence of the Chicago Teach- 
ers Federation is constantly felt in the 
rooms of the Board of Education, and 
seems to be ever increasing, says David 
Swing Ricker, in the World of Today 
for April. As its influences multiply, 
so do ite demands. The teachers’ un- 
ion now wants the maximum salary 
raised to $1600. With the salary issue 
still unsetied, both as to maximm and 
basis of promotion, new issues are now 
being raised by the federation which 
largely affect the government of the 
school system. The federation wants 
a certain percentage of dhe tax levy 
set aside by law for the payment of 
teachers’ salaries. It wants a public 
State teachers’ pension fund establish- 
ed. It wants an elective Board of Ed- 
ucation, with nomination by petition, 
elections at large instead of by ward,

HOW SUEZ CANAL WAS MADE. 

In digging the Suez Canal, the phys- 
ical conditions presented no special 
difficulty. The material was mainly 
sand, with some rock in thin strata 
near Chalouf, and the greatest eleva- 
tion to be cut through did not exceed 
sixty feet, and that only for a short 
distance. The tides are inconsider- 
able, necessitating nd costly control- 
ing works. Labon was abundant, and 
so cheap that it competed successfully 
with mechanical methods for much of 
the work. In the early stages of the 
work hand labor with wheelbarrows 
and buckets was largely used, and 
men even scooped the mud with their 
hands. The whole of the cuts through 
the high ground were taken out in 
this crude way, the rate of wages be- 
ing 15 to 20 cents per day, without 
board. 


All the dredges were of the endless- 
chain type, and at first the material 
was deposited in barges and dumped 
in the lakes or in the sea. Soon great 
difficulty was encountered in getting 
rid of the stuff, and dredges with a 
long shoot or “couloir” were devised. 
In these dredges the was 
raised to a height of forty to forty-four 
feet and dumped into a hopper, whence 
the spoil was carried ashore in a cou- 
loir some 220 feet long. This couloir 
consisted of a trough or spout carried 


dredge. The couloir had a slope shore-

A Colony for Consumptives. 

A new idea for the open air treat- 
ment of consumption is to be de- 
veloped near Oceanside. The Guejome 
ranch, extending to 3000 acres, has 
been acquired by a group of prominent 


medical men in Los Angeles, and it | 


will be transformed into a regular 
colony for tuberculosis patients. Ac- 
cording to the Evening Tribune of San 
Diego it is the intention of the com- 
pany to erect 200 sanitaria cottages 
as a beginning. There cottages will 
have canvas walls and each will be 
comfortably furnished, with a com- 
plete supply of linen and kitchen 
utensils. With each cottage will be 
laid out from one to two acres of 
ground. In a short time the land will 
be improved, and will be leased to the 
patients, together with Water, garden 
supervision, team work, medical at- 
tention, etc. A part of the ground will 
be set in small fruit, and the remain- 
der in gardens. Under thit plan each 
patient will till his own soil, and raise 
his own products, so receiving the full 
benefit of the out-door life and exer- 
cise. At certain times all of the fruit 
and vegetables that are not needed 
for personal use will be turned into 
headquarters, 
be received by each tenant.

“Taper Lights,” by Ellen Burns Sher- 
man, is a volume of essays upon liter- 
ary themes.

I. Zangwili of all our living writers 
possesses, perhaps, more individuality 
than any other. Upon everything that 
he writes is the stamp of “I. Zangwell.” 
One would never mistake the writings 
of another for a product from his pen, 
nor would he for one moment doubt 
the authorship of an I. Zangwill” pro- 
duction, even though the author's name 
were withheld. I. Zangwill—and we 
use the 1“ before his name purposely, 
for the egotism of this writer is as 
pronounced in the signing of his name 
as was that of Sam Houston, who per- 
sisted in signing himeelf “I am Hous- 
ton“ —is clever, he is brilliant, he is 
cynical, he is a score of other things: 
but above all else and more than all 
eise he is “I, Zangwill.” His person- 
ality is imparted to his writings. If, 
therefore, his personality is unpleasant 
to one reader, that reader will not find 
the writings of the author of “(Children 
of the Ghetto” attractive; if that per- 
sonality is pleasing or at least not ob- 
jJectionable to another reader, that 
reader will be as much taken by this 
latest preduction of the clever Jewish 
writer as he has been with his earlier 
writings. A woman sitting next to the 
author of fhe “Children of the Ghetto” 
at a banquet, asked out of politeness: 
“Mr. .Zangwill, what is your Christian 
name.” “I am a Jew,” replied the 
author. That is I. Zangwill all over. 

But leaving the personality of the 
author—or leaving it in so far as we 
are able when reading one of his 
books—we may turn to this latest 
product of his. “The Celibates’s Club” 
is made up of the stories of the Bach- 
elors’ Club and the Old Maids’ Club. 
We have had many stories of spinsters 
from the pen of contemporary writers, 
sueh as Lilian Bell, who have been 
filppant, cynical, but withal human. 
We have had many stories of bachelors 
from the pen of John Kendrick Bangs, 
Jerome K. Jerome, and other writers 
of their class. But it has remained for 
I. Zangwill to dash to ground all the 
old reverence for bachelors’ clubs and 
old maids’ clubs. and give the history 
of the love affairs of both bacelors and 
old maids which terminate—or rather 
culminate-—-in matrimonial ventures. 
The characters that appear in the book 
are all of the typical Zangwill brand. 
They are brilliant, quick of tongue, 
starting in action, and lastly and 
leastly. human. The stories told are 
entertaining. They are unique in sit- 
uation, in treatment, in development. 
The hit. too, at existing conditions 
whieh Mr. Zangwill takes pleasure in 
exposing. As one reads the book he is 
almost wearied by the brilliancy of the 
march of incidents; but after the book 
is laid down and he reviews the sto- 
ries. in retrospect, 2 taste which 
lingers after them is altogether pleas- 
ing. Mr. Zangwill is so refined, so del- 
cate, that one cannot forget—nof is 
he willing to forget—the lover who 
marries his cook that he may have 
the privilege of engaging a more com- 
petent one. The critic who, marrying, 
that he may have some one to benefit 
by the second complimentary ticket 
which is sent to the paper for initial 
dramatic productions, finds that allow- 
ance cut dowr to just one ticket after 
he has seci:red his wife.

With his 
violin, Emmett labored the greater part 
of Sunday in preparing a composition 
of the kind askei for by Bryant. At 
last he called his wife into the room 
and played the tune and sang the 
words of the piece above quoted from. 
Mrs. Emmett was much pleased with 
her husband's efforts. “What shall I 
eall it?” he asked. “i can think of no 
name for it. I ought to have a name 
before finishing the words.” “The 
name? pondered his wife. “Why. it 
can have but one name. You have it in 
the chorus. Call it ‘Dixie’s Land.“ 
And wherever the American flag waves 
and wherever an American band plays 
—but especially if it be in the South 
land— Dixie arouses enthusiasm. :

It is a peculiar fact, but none the 
less true, that in reference werks the 
„most useful are those which stand 
at one or the other extreme in treat- 
ment. The work that makes its boast 
exhaustiveness comes in for first rece- 
ognttion; the work that makes its 
boast brevity is second in the race; 
and lastly’ come the reference works 
that range in between. The profes- 
sional man, who, when he, wishes to 
look up a subject, is willing to de- 
vote some time to the research, but 
whe demands that that research bring 
before him an endless array of de- 
tails concerning the subject in which 
he is interested, demands that for 
his use a book be exhaustive—its size, 
its weight, its many volumes do not 
frighten, but rather attract him. His 
dictionary must not be in less than 
half a dozen volumes—if ft be in 
twenty or thirty he would be the bet- 
ter pleased, for then about every word 
Which he looked up he could find a 
whole history written. and he is per- 
fectly willing to toil through many 
pages for his information. On the 
other hand, the average man, or busi- 


ness man, has not so much time for 
his He wants to 


thing instantly and for the instant 
only. That is, with the desire for 
the information must come the infor- 
mation, and since he has little time 
te spare he is not willing to search 
through many volumes. For the non- 
professional man such a volume as 
“The Little Giant Question Settler” is 
a most welcome companion. We do 
not believe that the average owner 
of the volume will carry it in his 
vest-pocket, although the book was 
certainly intended for that purpose. 
But it fite very handily into a cor- 
ner of the desk or in a table drawer, 
and when it is wanted it is sure to 
be there. This book is not, nor does 
its author claim it to be, exhaustive. 
It is brief. Its treatment is terse. 
But its information is valuable and 
quickly found. “Time is too valuable,” 
says the publishers, “to waste in pon- 
dering over cumbersome works of ref- 
erence. The book offers at a glance 
thousands of the most important items 
en record, including all latest events 
in modern history.“ Here we find in 
alphabetical order articles very brief, 
t is true, but none the less instric- 
tive to those who wish but a super- 
ficial knowledge, upon the Panama 
canal zone; resources of our island 
possessions; mining and information 
for prospectors; outputs of the precious 
metals; government irrigation system; 
patent, pension, copyright, business and 
divorce laws; description, are and 
population of every country, State and 
‘Territory; facts about Canada; popu- 
lation of American and Canadian 
cities: the world’s weights, measures, 
coins, rulers, armies, navies. famous 
men, notable battles: Rusian-Japanese 
War, with description of Russia, Japan, 
China, Korea. Manchuria: the cotton 
industry of the South: cable rates to 
foreign countries; Parliamentary rules, 
ete. These articles are stressed be- 
cause ‘they are not to be found in 
the average pocket guide: there are 
in addition the usual encyclopedic 
articles. The author claims that in 
all he answers some 30,000 questions.

The fad for nmture books has appar- 
ently passed, the demand for them has 
now settled down to a legitimate bound. 
This is fortunate for the nature-lover. 
When everybody was reading books 
about nature, caring little about the ac- 
euracy but much about the illustra- 
tions, then the writer of works of this 
class saw no necessity for writing as 
one with authority. But now there is 
no longer an endless array of nature 
books each month crowding those of 
the previous month from the booksel- 
ler’s shelves. The books appear at 
much less frequent intervals, the choice 
between them ie not confined to books 
that have appeared only within the 
month, and therefore the writers must 
try to produce books that will last. It

is not meant to imply that of all the na- 
ture books uced when nature-books 


were a fad none was of worth; for 
many were. But then worth to the 
average person counted little; and to- 

day worth counts almost every thing. 
The first of the year’s nature books 
is “Another Mardy Garden Book” by 
the author who will be remembered— 
pleasantly remembered by all who read 
the predecessor of “Another Hardy 
Garden Book —as having given nature 
lovers “A Woman's Hardy Garden.” 
Mies Hetena Rutherfurd Ely is a lover 
of the beautiful in nature. Her heart 
is full of appreciation for the things 
that grow. er book is one that must 
appeal first to the woman reader. Not 
necessarily does a woman writer ad- 
dress readers of her own sex, but Miss 
Ely is so emphatic in her belief that 
among woman only will be found the 
true lover of nature's beauties, that 
the reader of the opposite sex is apt to 
feel just a wee bit incensed at her atti- 
tude toward man. “Man, alas! —that 
“alas” stamps the book as the work of 
a woman,—says Miss Ely, looks upon 
the brook with its quiet pools as a sure 
place for trout. In the forest he hopes 
to meet a deer, perhapr 2 moose, - 
bly, if he be very brave, a bear. For 
him the thicket is but a covert for 
quail, pheasant, or partridge, and the 
blue lake a likely place for fish, or the 
wild duck.” She asserts, fearlessly, 
“The esthetic side of Nature has al- 
ways appealed most strongly to 
woman.” But the voice of Burroughs, 
of Long, and the spirit of Thoreau 
ery out in protest: “Vanity, vanity, all 
is vanity”. Mise Ely fancies that in 
her sex is the only true admirer of na- 
ture, while in the list of those who have 
written of nature there appear the 
names of men who have been more 
worshipful at the altar of nature than 
ever woman dared to be. But it ts 
wrong to deny our author her right to 
believe that her sex is the better able 
to love the beautiful things of nature. 
The point at issue is not whether or 
not woman has been appealed to more 
strongly by the esthetic side of Nature 
than man: but whether this book is of 
merit or not. We can think of no book 
that will come surer of a hearty in- 
dorsemert to the man living in the 
suburbs or country than this Another 
Hardy Garden Book.” Here is a work 
that is practical, that is instructive, 
that is Interesting. One cannot read it 
without feeling better acquainted with 
nature; one cannot read it without giv- 
ing birth to a desire to become still 
further acquainted with nature by a 
personal relation with flowers and veg- 
etables and trees. Now, when the men 
and women who live in the country, 
not to farm. but to live, turn atten- 
tion to what shall be planted in the 
garden for the approaching summer, 
this volume will come as a most sug- 
gestive and instructive companion.

- There has always been a large de- 
mand for the sort of story that Elinor 
Glyn writes—and the demand is not 
likely to cease for a long time to come. 
Such books appeal to women rather 
thar to men, and preéminently to two 
classes of women who would undoubt- 
edly object to ranking side by side in 
any respect—women of hard and sordid 
lives, destitute of romance, and women 
ot lives devoted to amusement and 
equally barren of satisfying interests 
who, equally with these others, hunger 
for the sensational in a gilded frame. 
The heroines of novels of this sort al- 
ways have “glorious” hair (red in 
Evangeline’s instance) and lead their 
lovers (always several, madly jealous) 
a long ballet dance of approach and 
retreat in an idyllic environment in 
which Nature does her best and no ex- 
pense is spared by man: where jew- 
eled lanterns hang amid green foliage, 
and no one’s sense of propriety is ap- 
parently damaged if.the hero, as in 
“The Hunting of the Snark,” being 
weary of Nature, forgets that he is out 
on the beach, and sits down in his easy 
chair to rest and write. Novels of 
slirphtly different plot but essentially 
the same elements have been written 
by half a score of women authors, and 
for the same good reason undoubtedly 
—that they sell. The heroine is al- 
ways, with slight variations, the same, 
an impossible combination of naive in- 
nocence and unconventional daring, and 
the men are rich and elegant (or some- 
times, in the beginning, penniless and 
handsome, with wealth, and maybe a 
title, as a later acquisition) and head 
over ears in love with the woman after 
a fascinating fashion that has in it no 
single touch of deep and genuine feel- 
ing.
